The fact that a schooner’s crew 
from Cuba has arrived at the Delaware Break- 
water dying with yellow fever causes 
anxiety, as that piace is near Cape May, 
where many Washingtonians spend the sum- 
mer..

I would 
suggest the use o ers ovens, the doors of which 
could be covered with layers of sandstone, upon 
which the mail-matter could be placed and 
exposed to a temperature of 325 degiees without 
damage to the letters or the like. The same could 

be sprinkled with caroolic acid as an additional 
precaution, but the tronble in attempts at fumiga- 
tion is the inclosures may, and probably would, be 
untouched or influenced by the vapor.

In the Tribune’s 
opinion they lead to the conclusion that, 
though Marble was in Florida, he took an active 
wterest in the formation of the Cronin Elec- 
torai College, ana was in frequent communice- 
tion on the subject with Gramercy Park. The 
article puts Marble forth as the famous “ Gob- 
ble.“ The dispatches are curious 

The first is to Col. Pelton, and shows that Mar- 
ble preferred to be left alone ju the mapage- 
ment of Florida affairs. It told Pelton to try 
and bave certain documents which the Assoct- 
ated Press would receive sent over the country 
by the Western, New England, and 
dther agents. The second one says to 
Pelton: Please yourself about the econ- 
omies suggested. Coyle exceedingly use- 
ful hitherto. Mention names of Florida 
friends when you wish to learn how much 
weight their several requests deserve.“ 

It is asked what were the economies, and in 
what was Coyle useful. Then follow the dis- 
patches respecting the Oregon business, with 
some of the Tribune comments:

A CIRCULAR IN REGARD TO PUBLIC LANDS. 

The Secretary of the Interior has approved a 
circular issued by Commissioner-General Will- 
jamson, of the Land Uffice, to Receivers and 
Registers of the Land Office, for the protection 
of timber aud undergrowth on mineral lands 
of the United States not subject to entry under 
the laws, except for mincral entries in Colora- 
Qo, Nevada, and the Territories of New Mexico, 
Anzona, Utah, Wyoming, Dakota, Idaho, and 
Moutana. The circular says that Sec. 2,461 of 
the Kevised Stavutes is still in full force. This 
section provides that if any person wantonly 
destroys timber on the public lands, or 
cuts and seils timber on the public lands, 
he shall pav a fine of triple the value of 
the trees cut or destroyed or be imprisoned for 
one year. Its provisions may be enforced 
against any person trespassing on any other 
than lands which are in fact mineral or have 
been withdrawn as such. In all cases where 
trespasses are committed on public lands which 
are not mineral the trespassers are to be prose- 
cuted under that section. The circular also 
provides that no trees less than eight inches in 
diameter shall be cut frum the public lands. 
The penalty tor a violation of this provision ts a 
fine of $500, or imprisonment for six months. 
Rules are given for the guidance of persous who 
wish to cut timber from the public lands for 
bomestead, mining, or agricultural purposes. 
The Receivers and Kegisters of local Land 
Oflices must see that the public domain is not 
Gespoiled, and where necessary they are an- 
thorized to employ inspectors tor that purpose. 

PENSIONS. 

The Pension Office has received, since the 
passage of the act ot March 9, granting pen- 
sions to the soldiers and widows of soldiers 
who served fourteen days in the War of 18132. 
23,000 claims filed under the act. It is thought 
that at least 2,000 more claiins for pensions may 
de presented by these ancient soktiers and their 
widows, This rush of claims has completely 
deluged the office with extra work, and has 
rendered the employment of a large additional 
force of clerks necessary. office is allow 
ing and paying these pensiors at the rate of 
1,500 to 2,000 per month.

THE WONETARY CONFERENCE.

THE REGENCY WHICH TURKEY IS REPORTED TO 

HAVE PLACED UNDER FRENCH PROTECTION.

Tunis, which is brought into general notice 
by the report that it isto be placed under the 
protection of France by Turkey, is an extremely 
interesting country. It was formerly one of the 
so-called Barbary States, and comprises the tract 
of country included in'the ancient Roman Prov- 
inces of Zeugitana ang Byzacium. The present 
boundaries are, on the north and east the Med- 
iterranean Sea, on the west the Franco-Algerian 
province of Constantine, and on the south the 
Great Desert of Sahara and the Turkis Pachalik 
of Tripoli. It covers an area of 42,000 square 
miles, being nearly equal in extent to the State 
of Pennsylvania. The present population is es- 
timated at 1,500,000, add is composed principal- 
ly of Bedouin Arabs apd Kabyles. The capital, 
the City cf Tunis, is situated ten miles south- 
east of the site of ancient Carthage. it is built 


ou the western side of a lake, which separates it 
from its port, Goletta.

FASHIONS IN JEWELRY. 
New York Correspondence Buffalo Express. 

Conspicuous among the jewels for grande 
toilette are diamond stars, marguerites, wild 
roses, crescents, and otber tasteful devices for 
the hair. Sometimes only a single star is worn, 
sometimes a star and crescent, and again five or 
even seven, secured by long pins of gold. Dia- 
mod stars and flowers are also worn down the 
front of the corsage, and again on a velvet 
around the throat, 

But the latest and most extravagant idea iu 
diamond setting is diamond lace. Alongside of 
this, cloth-of-zoid seems cheap indeed. The 
mesh or web is made of tine silver wire as deli- 
cate as the threads of the finest Point d' An- 
Cleterre, aud the pattern of flowers, foliage, or 
other devices is worked upon the surface and 
formed wholly of artistically-set diamonds, just 


as the patterns appear in point lace. This dia- 
mond lace is used for trimming the corsage, 
slee ves, and other parts of elaborate toilets, but, 
as the cost of the cheapest that can be made is 
$5,000 a yard, it is not likely to become com- 
mon. Collarettes of the same rare and costly 
fabric are also made. 

For bracelets the most recherche are the soli- 
taire jewels setin a narrow band of gold, and 
of these several are worn upon the arm as rings 
upon the fingers. Thus a sapphire, ruby, and 
diamond are often worn upon one wrist, and 
perhaps a pink, white, aud black pearl upon the 
Or, if a single wide bracelet is worn, it 
may be in the form of a serpentine coil, perhaps 
six to eight strands, graded in size and fitted 
with springs so as to clasp the arm and retain 
its place wherever it may be put. For pendants 
the must novel and curious are set with fancy- 
colored pearls, black, pink-bronze, yellow, 
salmou, and gray, together with those possess- 
ing the beautiful jridescent “orient’’ so highly 
pred; or again, with fancy-colored diamonds— 
for there are diamonds of ail colors, and 
they are now eagerlv sought for. For ear- 
rings, solitaire diamonds continue to lead, 
though some tasteful devices that go well 
with the new collarettes and diamond 
flowers are formed of a little blossom of dia- 
mond-paned leaves from which the solitaire is 
pendant. Solitaire pearis are in high favor, and 
all the rarer-coiored stones are also worn in the 
ears. A new departure itis to wear different 
jewels in the ears, as a sapphire in ove and a 
ruby in the other, or a ruby and a diamond, as 
to have the two alikeis but a repetition and not 
so effective. 

For rings, the solitaire diamond is still the 
favorite lor an engagement token; but sap- 
phires, rubies, and pearls are being used more 
frequentiy. There is a variety of new settingy 
for rings. One very pretty style formed with a 
daimond of fair size, and a sapphire, ruby, or 
emerald equaliy large, set close to each other, 
the hand or shank being set with fleur de Us or 
other ornaments wholly formed of small dia- 
monds, which completely cover the ring. One 
style of ten-stone hoop ring, 221 two 
rows of five stones each, is arranged as follows: 
White diamond, emerald, yellow diamond, ruby, 
and white diamond in one hoop; ruby, white 
diamond, sapphire, brown diamond, and em- 
erald in the otner. The effect of this combina- 
tion is highly novel and pleasing. 

Charming effects are produced by combina- 
tions of cats-eyes with diamonds, moonstones 
with sapphires, and other arrangements of the 
less known colored jewels which have suddenly 
sprung into high lavor among persons of ele- 
gant taste, who no looger worship the diamond 
alone. One of the most popular pieces of gem 
jeweiry in fashion is the veil or lace pin which 
is found so serviceable for many purposes. A 
multitude of devices are seen, such as fern 
leaves, flowers, ears of grain, arrows, daggers, 
cat-tails and other plants, lizards, serpents,— 
indeed an endless variety of pretty aud appro- 
priate desigus, which are accurately lormed of 
metal and then completely paved with dia- 
mouds. 

In ail-gold, or less expensive jewelry, the 
same articles are worn. Bracelets will be very 
jiashionable, as the style of open sleeve makes 
them almost a necessity for an elegant toilet. 
Great coils, six, seven, orcight times around the 
arm. golden serpents, and serpeuts enameled 
with effective colors, and with diamond, emer- 
ald, or ruby eves, are favorite forms. A new 
bracelet, and one that cannot fail to tind popu- 
lar favor, is formed of an elastic coil of gold 
which does not unclasp, but is stretched over 
the hand, and retains its place upon the arm, 
not sliding up and down with the movements 
of the wearer. This is an advantage with the 
present sleeves, that leave not only the wrist 
but the forearm exposed. Other bracelets gre 
fastened witn a padiock or ball-lock, the dooor 
locking it on the arm and wearing the key as a 
charm.

made. There have been lively scenes in the 
Stock-Board, where dulincss had been spread 
for many months. In fact, affairs in this insti- 
tution were in averv desperate strait. Very 
tew of the brokers had been making office-rent, 
and it was even intimated that it would soon be 
necessary to levy an assessment, something un- 
heard of in its history, to carry on the institu-

But the news of the discovery flashed all along 
the live like a signal,and every stock in the 
market, whether near to or remote from Sierra 
Nevada, popped up. Orders came pouring in, 
and the brokers keep the ball rolling till 6 
o’clogk, when they emerge from the exchange 
tited out but jubilant. 

It would seem that the entire future of the 
Comstock depends on the result of this discov- 
ery. a 

Twenty-two hundred feet is an enormous 
deptu, but the Sutro Tunnel will so reduce the 
expense in working it that it will be possibie for 
them to utilize a much iower grade of ore than 
would otherwise have paid. 

Adolph Sutro is supremely, exuberantly hap- 
py since the day he crawled through a hole big 
ehough to admit his body from his tunnel into 
a Comstock mine and tapved a bottie of cham- 
pagne 1,600 feet beneatb Virginia City, the said 
champagne baving been carried in along the 
level from the Carson River, instead of down 
through a mining shaft. 

It is not given to many men to realize the 
most magnificent dream of a lifetime. It isnot 
more than ten years since Adolph Sutro 
planned his tunnel. People laughed at it for a 
Wld Utopian scheme, but he went to work in 
dead earnest. Those who work in earnest rarely 
fail. He flitted from continent to continent. 
He was as restiess as the Wanderiug Jew. He 
} secured subsidies in the teeth of opposition. 
He sold stock in the very face of prophesied 
failure. 

He returned to Sutro after each expedition 
like a bird to its perch, and, like Vow, of Dow's 
Flat. kept a peggin’ in his usual ridikilous 
way.“ He built a mansion out in the wilds, 
which, when it was new, was like a house- 
camellia in a bunch of sage.

It seems to be the impression in Washing- 
ton that the joint ambassador of the National 
and Democratie politicians in Washington 
made a failure of his recent mission to Bos- 
ton in the interests of Burien.

The defeat of the bounding BAN NN! 
for renomination by the Democrats of the 
Second Ohio District was an act of retributive 
justice, although the Democrats may not 
have intended it as such. He was elected to 
his seat in the last Congress by the most in- 
famous frauds ever perpetrated in this coun- 
try, and now acknowledged to besuch by 
Era Houzanp, the principal party concerned 
in them. Knowing that he was not honestly 
elected, and that he held nis seat by, fraud, 
he voted to unseat five Repnblicans who 
were fairly elected, and then devoted the 
rest of bis time to a dastardly attempt to 
cripple and ultimately break down the army.

THE CURE FOR HARD TIMES. 

Tue Trrevune yesterday published a letter 
from a workingman of this city, proposing 
a cure for hard times. The writer was eyi- 
dently earnest and sincere in his views, and 
probably represented many others who 
agree with him, and this shows how strange 
are the notions of many intelligent persons 
on the subject of labor. 

The existing grievance of the day is that 
there are thousands of persons educated, 
skilled, and experienced in all branches of 
labor (except agricultural labor) who are un- 
employed, and that of those employed the 
majority are paid wages so much reduced 
from what they have been receiving that they 
are inadequate to the support of themselves 
and their families. The unemployed and the 
ill-paid laborers of the country are 
asked to make common cause to redress 
this grievance, and supply not only an imme- 
diate remedy but a protection against the 
recurrence Of the same trouble. Regarding 
the complaining workmen as all of the man- 
ufacturing. class, as distinguished from 
the agricultural laborers, we may say that 
for seventeen years this class of American 
labor has been protected, at an enormous 
cost of taxation to the country, from the 
competition of labor in all foreign countries. 
The products of foreign labor brought to this 
country during all these years have been 
taxed at an average rate of 50 per cent, that 
being the legal provision for the protection 
of the home industry. This tax at this time 
amounts to an absolute prohibition of the 
importation of many classes of foreign-made 


Despite this protection to American 
labor,” the labor of the country has been 
overtaken by the present existing condition 
of affairs, and the workingmen’s associations, 
through their orators and their platforms, 
proclaim that the situation of the protected 
American laborers is even worse now than 
that of the unprotected “ pauper labor” of 
other countries. 

The reason that so many men are unem- 
ployed, and that wages are at their present 
rate, is clear: there is not work enough 
offering to afford employment to all, and the 
prices at which products can be sold do not 
permit the peyment of higher wages than 
are now paid. Employers cannot afford to 
pay labor $1.50 for producing that which can- 
not be sold for more than $1, and hence pro- 
duction and employment must decline until 
the cost of producing falls below the price 
at which the product can be sold. The 
manufacturing producers of the country 
have long since reached the maximum de- 
mand for their wares, and that demand is 
far less than the capacity to produce. The 
consequence is, unemployed éapital, unem- 
ployed labor, unemployed machinery, and 
yet the only available market is stocked to 
repletion. 

What is the remedy? Shall we increase 
and extend the market, calling into demand 
the full employment of all the capital, all 
the labor, and all the machinery? or, as is 
proposed by the new school, shall we destroy 
all the machinery, reduce production 
to the capacity of manual labor, in- 
crease the cost of production, and 
increase the wages of labor? These are 
the opposing policies, and the working men’s 
organizations insist on the latter. The rea- 
son why the market for American manufac. 
tures generally is limited is, that the cost 
of producing exceeds that in other countries, 
and exciudes our goods from competition. 
To destroy labor-saving machinery in this 
country and return to hand-labor would of 
necessity exclude all articles of American 
production, including even breadstuffs, from 
foreign markets. We would then be pro- 
ducers exclusively for home consumption. 
The cost of producing by manual labor 
would of necessity limit the consumption of 
all the products of labor. And herein is the 
grand mistake of those who argue for the 
destruction of labor-saving machinery. They 

assume that, if the use of machinery were 
discontinued, manual labor would be em- 
ployed to a snfficient amount to produce the 
same quantity as is now produced with 
machinery. Henry Carzy Bamp, in a note 
to one of his financial books, states the fol- 
lowing : 

In 1870 one millin Philadelphia manufactured. 
in every day of ten hours, 35.000 miles of cotton 
thread, obtainmg from seven tons of coal the 
necessary power. Supposing it possible for sucha 
quality of thread to be made by hand, it would re- 


quire the labor of 70,000 women to accomplish 
ai work. 


Now, the average map who insists upon 
the destruction of labor-savihg machinery 
argues that, if the use of the machinery. of 
that mill were discontinued, there would of 
necessity be employment given to 70,000 
women to produce the same quantity of 
thread, and se with all other machinery ; that 
the mills for cotton and wooldn cloth would 

ve.employment to all the mannal labox - 

ired to produce the same amount of cloth 
now produced by machinery; and that the 
use of the engine and boiler, and all other 
inventions, would give way to human mus- 


cle and human endurance. Do these persons 
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would be the cost of the cotton thread now 
produced by the power of seven tons of coal 
when produced at the advanced wages of 
70,000 workmen? Do they estimate the 
cost of bread when the quantity thereof shal! 
be reduced, and it shall be produced by man- 
ual labor? Abolish machinery, and return to 
primitive times, when the spade was 
the most advanced article of husbandry and 
the blacksmith-shop the only temple of in- 
dustrial skill, and what will be the 
condition of the country, and what the 
condition of labor? Production limited to 
the rudest forms, what will be the rewards of 
labor? It will then be a question whether a 
day’s labor will compensate for the bread 
consumed by the laborer. Then the purchase 
of a suit of clothes will demand one or two 
months’ wages; skill and intelligence will no 
longer be of value, and mere physical strength 
will be fortunate to find the food necessary 
to sustain it. 

That nation or people is the most prosper- 


ous that produces the largest surplus after 


supplying its own wants. Overproduction 
means accumulated wealth; wealth is that 
product of labor which, after supplying all 
wants, is left unconsumed. ‘The greater this 
surplus the greater the prosperity and the 
greater the general blessing. A famine is 
the opposite of a surplus production, and the 
destruction of labor-saving machinery is the 
most direct road to famine. 

Take the other remedy. Increase the pro- 
duction of finished articles. Improve the 
capacity of all manner of machinery that 
the cost of production shall be so reduced 
that the products may find ready markets 
in all parts of the world. American manu- 
facturés can be sold at a profit in China, 
where the cost of labor is nominal. Let the 
production of American machinery and of 
every form of industry be increased to the 
utmost. The greater the product and the 
finer the quality of finished and perfected 
commodities, the greater the demand for 
human labor in the production, preparation, 
and transportation of raw material; the 
greater the demand for labor in producing 
coal, in producing iron and steel, in pro- 
ducing lumber, and hides, and oils, in 
producing copper and lead, in building 
railways and in operating them, 
in building towns and cities, constructing 
bridges, and digging canals; thé more ships 
built, the more labor required in the forest, 
and im the iron mine, and in the furnace. 
There can be no increase given to any one 
branch of mechanical industry that is not 
felt beneficially in all other branches. The 
true remedy, then, is to remove all obstacles 
and impediments which block the road to 
market. Let production aim always at a 
surplus, to be sold at the world’s prices. 
That producer can command the market 
who produces at the least cost and can sell 
at the lowest figure; and that country which 
can sell the cheapest can find employment 
for all its capital, all its labor, all its ma- 
chinery, all its raw material, and reap the 
harvest from its annual surplus to enrich its 
people and confirm their prosperity. 


SHALL THE CITY-HALL BE BUILT BY A 
RING! 

It is time to denounce the movement for 
breaking the present stone contract on the 
City-Building, and for substituting a new 
contract, as a ring movement. There may 
be a few Aldermen who are innocently lend- 
ing themselves to this scheme under the 
impression that Lemont stone ought to be 
substituted for Bedford stone dn account of 
an alleged difference in color, but there are 
other Aldermen who are fully aware of the 
purpose and scope of the movement, and 
who expect to benefit by the change in the 
same manner and to the same extent that the 
Ring Commissioners in the County Board 
have benefited in the construction of the 
county portion of the building, It is not so 
much a change in stone as a change in con- 
tractors that the new City Ring desires; but 
the change in stone is urged as a means to 
accomplish the real end in view, because 
Waker has a corner on the Lemont stone. 
There is reason to believe and to charge that 
the notorious Ciem PerrionatT, ex-boss of 
the County Ring and aspiring boss of the 
new City Ring, is the head and front of this 
movement. It is asserted that he is the per- 
son who applied to HINs DLE to ascertain 
the figure at which the contract for Bedford 
stone would be released, and he is not the 
sort of man to do something for nothing. 
It is certain that Ep Watker expects to 
exercise the same functions and to hold the 
same relations in the new contract sought 
after asin the county contracts. It is cer- 
tain that WaLkn's creditors are making a 
tremendous effort to secure the proposed 
change, in order that they may thereby get 
back some of the money due thém. It is 
certain that the movement already has pos- 
session of those Aldermen in the City Coun- 
cil whose past conduct or whose character 
warrants a belief that they would associate 
themselves with a ring movement. It is 
certain that the new Ring has an organ in 
the Chicago Times, and it is freely alleged 
that its terms of payment have already 
been arranged. It is certain that 
the proposed change of stone and contract- 
ors will, directly and indirectly, cost the city 
about three times as much as will the entire 
building if completed under the present 
contracts. It is certain that the old gang of 
contractors, go-betweens, ‘* bosses,” and in- 
fluences, were excluded in the letting of the 
existing contracts, and this old gang cannot 
abide the idea of an honest and economical 
construction of a public building in Chicago 
which shall afford them no opportunity for 
plunder. If all these circumstances do not 
furnish sufficient evidence of the existence 
of a Ring, then the past local experience with 
corrupt combinations in official Boards has 
been of no value, and the people must sub- 
mit to be robbed whenever there is any pub- 
lic work to be done. 


The proposition on its face is simply to 
change Bedford stone, specified in the exist- 
ing contract, for Lemont stone and granite 
in the same style and proportions as used in 
the County-Building. Of course the present 
contractors are first asked what they will 
charge to make the change. All that Messrs. 
Tomumson & Rezp can do is to ascertain 
how much it will cost them to gét a release 
from the contract for the Bedford stone, and 
at what prices they can purchase the granite 
and Lemont limestone. They run up against 
Ep Waker in the case of Lemont stone, 
and he proposes to charge them three times 
as much for stone from the quarry 
he contrgls as the stone is worth. 
Figuring up the cost at this ratio, 
the 
work they have already done on the build. 
ing, they report to the Council that the pro- 
posed change will involve the city in at 
additional expense of $501,891, which is 
more than the amount of the original con- 
tract ($477,693), and which will bring the 


end of the 


got of the stone-work up to $979,584, or 
nearly twice as much as the present contract. 
This is the that the new City Ring 
have forced the contractors to make. 
The next step is a hue and cry over the out- 
rageous demands of the present contractors 
for making the proposed change. This out- 
cry is expected to lead up to the breaking of 
the present contract, and the making of a 
new contract, in which C tem Pentonat, Ep 
Watxer, Ep Warn creditors, and the 
corrupt Aldermen, will be the chief parties in 
interest. To illustrate just how the city will 
be made to suffer, let us take round figures 
which approximate the actual figures. We 
will say that the present stone contract is 
$500,000 for the entire building. This con- 
tract once annulled, the stone-work will be 
let to some figure-head representing the 
Ring at terms which will cost $1,900,000 for 
the stone-work, including changes and 
extras, before the building shall be com- 
pleted; then Toulmso & Ree, the present 
contractors, will sue the city for breach of 
contract, and without any doubt recover in 
the courts the $500,000 on the original con- 
tract. Thus the City-Building now in course 
of construction will be made to cost $1,500,- 
000 instead of $500,000, or three times as 
much under the manipulation of the King as 
it will cost if the present contract be carried 
out. This is exactly what the proposition for 
changing the stone is intended to bring 
about. 

The pretext for the proposed change is 
that the Bedford stone is darker than the 
Lemont stone, of which the County-Building 
is constructed, and that hence the two 
together will present a hybrid and uncouth 
appearance. This is not true. The Bedford 
stone does not discolor, but the Lemont 
stone does ; in a single year after both build- 
ings shall have been erected, there will be 
scarcely a perceptible, and certainly not an 
offensive, difference. Mr. Torr, who is 
very curiously favoring the substitution 
of Lemont stone, admits frankly that the 
Bedford stone is of a superior quality to the 
Lemont stone, and objects simply on the 
ground of the difference in color. Since 
the real design of the Ring in forcing the 
change has been explained, we think this 
question of color will nct operate so power- 
fully on Mr. Tutzy’s mind. He knows very well 
that the whole question of color was dis- 
cussed and determined before the contract 
was let; he is aware, as a lawyer, that 
Messrs. Tomuiinson & Rep can recover dam- 
ages from the city for breach of contract in 
case they be thrown out; he is now informed 
that WIA has a corner on Lemont 
stone, and that itis to be used to substi- 
tute Ring work for honest work, and we 
think he will retire from even the appearance 
of being associated with a gang of which 
Crem PerionatT, and Ep Waker, and the 
chiefs of the old County Ring, are believed to 
be the cohtrolling spirits. Mr. Tu zy can- 
not be so sensitive because one or two 
clauses in the contract which he drew up 
were stricken out that he is willing to in- 
volve the city in an extra cost of perhaps a 
million of dollars in the end, nor to allow a 
Ring to build the city portion of the Court- 
House by the same methods which were 
employed in the construction of the county's 
portion. 

As to the question of color, though it was 
definitely decided when the present contracts 
were let, we advise every citizen interested 
to go to the building and examine the matter 
for himself. Let him examine first the 
Lemont stone in the basement of the Coun- 
ty Building, compare it with the Lemont 
stone recently put in place in the upper 
story, and thus estimate the difference which 
a couple of years of our black smoke will 
make on this porous material. Then let 
him, in this light, examine the color of the 
Bedford stone, which is of a harder fibre and 
does not blacken, and we believe he will 
come away convinced that the difference of 
color between the two will not be conspicu- 
ous or objectionable,—certainly not enough 
so to warrant the city in abandoning an 
honest construction of the building to a 
Ring, or the breaking of a favorable contract 
in order to let the Ring dictate one for plun- 
dering the people. We would also advise 
every citizen who goes there to examine the 
color of Bedford and Lemont stone to com- 
pare at the same time the two methods of 
building, and we suggest the following 
basis: The entire foundation of the city 
portion of the building, covering one-half 
the whole block, cost only $57,000, while the 
semi-circular foundation of the county's 
side of the proposed dome alone, extending 
one story above the basement, but embracing 
not one-twentieth of the area, cost $79,000, 
or nearly one-third as much more. This 
single comparison will tell the whole story. 
If the City-Building goes up under the present 
contracts its cost will be not more than one- 
half the county portion’s after both shall be 
completed. If the work be passed over to a 
Ring with the aid of corrupt Aldermen, the 
city will be swindled just as badly as the 
county has been. The same taxpayers suffer 
in both cases. 


A GREECE SPOT OF TROUBLE. 
It is not an encouraging omen for the im- 


mediate and pacific success of the Berlin 
Treaty that the first two of its provisions to 
be put into operation meet with stubborn re- 
sistance. The attempted Austrian occupa- 
tion of Bosnia has provoked a fierce. opposi- 
tion from the insurgents, who seem to be 
made up not only of natives, but also of 
Turks, Albanians, Greeks, and sympathizing 
Servians. Detachments have been defeated, 
and even the main army, under Gen. PHI 
trPovicu, has been checked in its advance 
beyond the Save, and compelled to fall back 
upon that river with considerable loss of 
men and material, which shows that Austria 
underrated the magnitude of her work, and 
must serd in heavy reinforcements before 
she can make her foothold good. The sec- 
ond provision of the treaty, which is in 
process of execution, is the demand of 
Greece for the extension of her frontier ; 
and here again a resistance must be 
overcome. It will be remembered 
that during the war Greece threatened to go 
into open rebellion on behalf of Epirus and 
Thessaly, and was only dissuaded therefrom 
by the advice of England, who promised to 
bring her claims before the Congress and se- 
cure for her a favorable hearing as well as 
representation. Thereupon Greece laid 
down her arms and waited the course of 
events. England fulfilled her promise. 
Greece was represented in the Congress, and, 


| although she had no vote, her representative 


was there to state her claim for indemnity. 
The decision of the Congress in her favor 
was a unanimous recommendation to the 
Porte to rectify her frontier, and, in the 
event of non-agreement by Turkey, they of- 
fered their good services to secure it. The 
new frontier asked for was a line running 
from the Adriatic shore, near the southern 
Island of Oorfu, across 
Mount Pindus, a little to the north 
of east, to the mouth of the Salamyra River, 
which, coming from the slopes of Mount 
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Olympus, falls into the Egean Sea. Ichme. 
diately upon the close of the Congress 
Greece made her demand of the Porte, and, 
as might have been expected, the Sick Man 


has revived sufficiently to make a very angry 


and stubborn reply, and even to strike 4 

left-handed blow at England, the only friend 

he has left. It must be conceded that the 

points which the Porte makes in its note to 

the Powers are very strong. 1. It declares 

that Turkey never accepted the principle of 

rectification of the Grecian frontier as laid 

down by the Treaty of Berlin, and, as the 

Congress left Turkey still an independent 

Power, though sadly shorn of her old 

strength, this point is one she is en- 

titled to make, and one which must 

receive consideration. 2. The Porte affirms 

that there has in reality been no insurrection 

in Thessaly and Epirus since 1829, and that, 

although armed strolling bands have occa- 

sionally crossed the mountains from Greece, 

they have never been able to drag the popu- 

lation into a rebellion, 3. The Porte an- 
swers the claim of Greece that she displayed 

moderation during the war with a plump 

and emphatic denial, alleging that she nego- 

tiated with Russia several times, that she 

mooted the question of the partition of 
Roumania, and that she asked for naval as- 

sistance from Russia, and, not obtaining it, 

gave up the idea of war through fear of the 

power of Turkey, which is a back-handed 

blow at the pretension of England that it 

was through her advice alone she was 

dissuaded from war. Germany and 

Italy have thus far offered their serv- 

ices in behalf of the Grecian claim. 

Austria has not yet spoken, probably 

because she is so busy with her own troubles 

in Bosnia. England is placed in a curious 

position. She is the recognized champion 

of Greece, and it was through her action | 
alone that the Grecian claim was instituted, 

the other Powers, with the exception of 

France, perhaps, sharing the opinion of Brs- 

Manck that the Greeks, although a very in- 

teresting people, were a very great nuisance. 

She cannot with honor desert the Greeks, and 

must esffouse their cause in concert with the 

other Powers as against Turkey. But she is 
also the recognized champion of Turkey, and 
has gratuitously offered to teke charge of 
Turkish interests in Asia, and entered into 
an offensive and defensive alliance with the 

Porte. While, therefore, she has bound her- 
self to preserve Turkish territory in Asia, 

even at the risk of war, she must aid the 

other Powers to cut off a very large slice of 
the already-diminished Turkish territory in 
Europe, against the will of Turkey. If she 
can do this without offending Turkey, or at 
least producing a very serious coolness be- 
tween them that may interfere with her 
operations in Armenia, then the Turk is more 
gentle, pliable, and long suffering than he is 
usually supposed to be. 


THE KEARNEY SHOW. 


<The latest bulletin from Massachusetts 


is Ben Burxer’s disclaimer of all respon- 
sibility for Kearney. He declares that 
Kearney is a volunteer, and is running his 
own course in Massachusetts free of any 
inspiration or control of Burian. The man 
who controlled the hoodlums of San Fran- 
cisco on the question of opposition to the 
Chinese finds a different population and 
men of a different civilization in Massachu- 
setts, and Burn is experienced enough to 
recognize that Kearyery’s race in that State 
will not only be brief but signally inglo- 
rious. 

The fact is, Kearney is at present a curi- 
osity. People go to see and hear him, and, 
the curiosity once gratified, the impression 
is not so favorable as to enlist sympathy, 
excite admiration, or inspire wishes for his 
success. Mere want of education would not 
be such a serious drawback to Kearney as is 
the want of ability. He lacks intelligence, 
and consequently he is unable to mark out 
any policy or measure of relief or redress. 
His denunciations want point, because he 
fails to indicate how he will remedy 
the overthrow of the classes whom he 
In California, in the pres- 
ence of the hated Chinese, he had the 
clear and popular proposition to ex- 
pel them from the State and the ab- 
rogation of the treaty under which their im- 
migration is protected. That was a measure 
which all men could understand, and appeal- 
ed directly to the feelings and selfish interests 
of his hearers. But Kearney has no such 
end before him now. There are no Chinese 
occupying the fields of labor in Massachu- 
setts, or Illinois, or Indiana. He is now 
simply an apostle of hate, —preaching the 
doetrine of hate, of violence, of force, of 
spdiiation, of one white man applying the 
knife to the throat of the other white man, 
and the substitution of force for law. 
The workingmen of this country are, as a 
whole, despite the place of their birth, 
American in sentiment and feeling. They 
have nothing in common with the red-handed 
revolutionists who would destroy all govern- 
ment of law, of religion, of peace, order, and 
security, and erect in its place the sole 
tribunal of Force; the supremacy of the 
strong, the annihilation of the weak, and the 
recognition of the knife, the ax, the revolver, 
and the torch as the agents as well as the 
embiems of power. With isolated excep- 
tions, such as the fugitives from Paris and 
Berlin, and from some other sections of 
Europeans who have never made the 
least effort to acquire a knowledge 
of the English language or of the 
American system and theory of government, 
the workingmen of the United States, of all 
nationalities, are not and cannot be made 
Communists. Hanging men on lamp-posts 
is not an American remedy for hard times; 
burning tne factory is not an American 
means of increasing the number and wages 
of the men employed in the factory; and 
illegal force and violence are not the Ameri- 
can manner of redressing political or finan- 
cial wrongs. Of ali things in the world, 
pophlar violence is the worst induce- 
ment that can be offered capital to 
employ labor. Labor finds its largest, 
most permanent, and most remunerative 
employment in times of public peace, order, 
security, and contentment. That commu- 
nity the least disturbed by brawls affords 
the best security for capital, and their capi- 
tal employs the greater number and pays the 
larger wages to workinginen. This is so 
well understood that when Kearney appeals 
to the working people ot Massachusetts, 
who have some hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars stored away in savings, to abandon their 
work, give up their weekly earnings, desert 
their homes, break up their families, take 
their children from schools, and become a 
howling mob of men and women to hang 
employers, burn down the mills and work- 
shops, and destroy the machinery, he speaks 
to a people who have no sympathy with 
his doctrines and who regard his policy as 
little better than madness. 

Kearney has frothed his piece in several 
places, and, wherever he has been seen and 
heard, has exhausted the curiosity which 
has preceded him, and left a memory only 
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force, and without even the questionable gift 
of declamation, except in the matter of coarse 
threats and denunciation. The more rapid 
and extensive his exhibitions in Massachu- 
setts, the more rapid will be his failure. He 
promises to take a few weeks from his advo- 
cacy of Burize to visit Indianapolis and 
Chicago, and out here his meetings will be 
attended by thousands, moved by the same 
curiosity that leads thousands to visit Ban- 
xuus circus to see the tramed elephants and 
monkeys, and the performances in the 
ring; the same curiosity that attracts 
multitudes to witness a balloon ascension, 
or the traveling troupe of dwarfs and giants, 
or takes them to gaze upon an execution. 
Kearney will draw large audiences to see 
the man so much talked about, the leader of 
the San Francisco mobs, and to hear the 
„ of the man who deals out threats 
and curses, and blasphemy and valgarity, 
after the manner of the roughs of the Pacific 
Coast. Having been seen and heard, the 
interest in him will fade ; the novelty will be 
over; factions and parties will repudiate all 
responsibility and interest in him ; and, long 
before November, this man of words and 
profanity will return to the Pacific tamed 
and disgusted, and, if he were a dog, with 
his tail between his legs seeking the kennel 
he had so unadvisedly left. 

The people of the United States of all 
classes and occupations are suffering from a 
common affliction. We are blessed with 
abundance. We -have unlimited labor and 
inexhaustible material, but want a market. 
We can only produce to meet the home de- 
mand, and that demand falls far below the 
capacity to produce. How to increase this 
market, how to increase the number of pur- 
chasers for the products of labor, is the 
question which engrosses the attention of the 
best minds in all countries, in Europe as well 
as in America, The man who will point out 
the way to enlarged markets for the product 
of labor will confer a blessing on mankind, 
will awaken the active and earnest support of 
capital, will give employment and wages to 
idle labor, and new prosperity to all. 
How to accomplish this is the great problem 
of to-day, and he who will solve it may de- 
servedly claim to be the Moss of his coun- 
trymen. Kram shows himself to be 
utterly incompetent toeven comprehend what 
is needed or to suggest a means of relief. He 
suggests nothing but socia! war, destruction, 
and chaos. 


WOMAN'S WORK. 

The August number of the JWVineteenth 
Century contains an article from the pen of 
Mrs. Fawcett on the rights and disabilities 
of women, and particularly of Englishwomen. 
The title of the articleis ‘‘ The Future of 
Englishwomen: A Reply to Mrs. A. Suther- 
land Orr”; but it is interesting and impor- 
tant, not Lecause it is a reply to Mrs. Ona. — 
who is hardly worthy the attention of Mrs. 
Fawcertt,—but because it is written by a 
woman who has proved her arguments in ex- 
perience. If we were to look through England 
to-day for the woman who has done most to 
dignify woman’s labor, we should probably 
pitch on Mrs. Fawcert as the very one. Her 
history is a refutation of the stock argu- 
ments against woman’s work. The question 
seems to be reduced by her example to the 
simple one of capacity. Antecedent unfit- 
ness is not always, or even generally, to be 
presumed, except when the qualification is 
mainly, or largely, one of physical develop- 
ment and powers of endurance. There 
is no kind of work that seems, 
without trial, more unfit for a woman than 
the study and teaching of political economy; 
| yet Mrs. Fawcett has not only undertaken 

it, but has been eminently successful in it. 
Her text-books for primary students are 
models in their way. She is known as a close 
and accurate thinker in this department of 
science; and, when the editors of the new 
Encyclopedia Britannica had to have an 
article on Communism written, they could 
find no person in the United Kingdom better 
adapted than this woman to write it for 
them. It is true that Mrs. Faworrr has 
drawn much encouragement and inspiration 
‘from her husband, the blind member of 
Parliament, who is a really eminent authority 
in Political Economy. It is true; also, that 
she has never originated anything of value 
in the science, nor added anything to its 
development. We are not saying that she 
has surpassed all men in a manly pursuit, 
but that she has shown an amount of zeal 
and success in it which have more than 
justified her entering upon it. 

The argument of the article in the Vine 
teenth Century may be stated in three propo- 
sitions: (1) That the sphere of all women 
in England is not married life; (2) that the 
unmarried women cannot all profitably de- 
vote themselves to housekeeping; (3) that 
active employment does not dry up the ca- 
pacity for love either in women or men. 
With regard to the first, the case is almost 
self-evident. ‘‘ As long as there are half a 
million more Englishwomen than men, and 
as long as polygamy is illegal, and con- 
ventual establishments have only a limited 
popularity, so long there must necessarily be 
a considerable number of single women at 
large in the country.” Nor would it be de- 
sirable for all women to marry, if husbands 
could be found for them. On this point 
Mrs. Fawcett quotes with great effect a 
passage of the memoirs of Miss CuarLortz 
Wit.tiams-Wrxw. Writing in the year 1846, 
she said: Women are born wives, just as 
men are born artists, musicians, poets. This 


J see, and the non-perception of it is the 


cause of half the uncomfortable marriages 
you meet with.” Miss MarrTinzav is an- 
ather instance of a woman with strong affec- 
tions believing herself to be naturally un- 
fitted for married life. CaARLoTTE Cusn 
MAN is another; and these are but types of 
great classes of women. It may be said— 
and this is a point Mrs. Fawerrr has not 
noticed—that the occupations of these wom- 
en have tended to make them hard and mas- 
culine, and so to unfit them for married hap- 
piness ; but this argument makes no account 
of the previous bent which inclined them to 
choose equality and work; it also fails 
to allow for the usefuiness of the work which 
they have accomplished. It will not be con- 
tended that the world would have been hap- 
pier or better if Hann T Maptinzavu, Cuar- 
Lotte Cusn, Fiorexce NIGHTINGALE, 
and other women like them, had married. 
It is, indeed, a mistake to teach women 
that marriage is their sphere, that their 
happiness depends upon it, and that withont 
it they will have an incomplete existence, 
It is arguments of this kind which induce 
some women to snap at the first offer of 
marriage they get, however unsuitable; and 
the result is frequently the injury of two 
lives, if not of more. |

among the strong-minded women themselves, 
but it unquestionably states the true basis of 
marriage. We apprehend that Mrs. Fay- 
or herself is not less able to appreciate her 
husband and make him happy because she 
has studied political economy with him, aud 
even in some instances ahead of him. Mes 
Fawcett does not go far enough, if any- 
thing, in enforcing her argument from this 
point of view. She ought to show, as she 
easily might, that it would be better for 
many married women if they could find 
some regular employment, add to their lim. 
ited incomes, increase their comforts, and per. 
haps occupy time that now hangs heavily 
and unprofitably on their hands. The ques 
tion of the usefulness of employment for 
women is, indeed, no longer the great one to 
be considered; the inquiry now is, or ought 
to be, what employments are most mefal, 
and how can they be made most easily and 
surely accessible ? 


It is not improbable but that the Roman 
Catholic Church may yet prove herself of 
the highest possible value as a conservative 
and restraining element in our political sys 
tem, notwithstanding the fact that many 
zealous Protestants regard the power of that 
denomination as inimical and dangerous to 
the permanency of free institutions. We 
speak now with reference to the Catholic in- 
fluence in checking the tendency to Soeial- 
ism and Communism among the laboring 
classes of this country, a very large fraction 
of which, in every State in the North, are 
either active communicants in that Church 
or to some extent under its control. The 
Rev. Father Facan, of Milwaukee, one 
of the most energetic and devoted priests of 
that Order in the West, recently published a 
card, in which he denounced, in terse 
and vigorous terms, the Socialistie move- 
ment, and warned all his followers to 
have nothing whatever to do with it. Wo 
are gratified also to observe that the Catholic 
Telegraph, edited by Archbishop Purcet, 
of Cincinnati, denounces the profane biack- 
guard Kearney as the vilest of our Com- 
munistic demagogues. It also says that 
Dennis is an Orangeman, and that that 
‘*school can claim the honor of his moral 
and intellectual training.” Therefore we say 
that in the conflict that now threatens the 
people of the United States this religious 
body may be found on the side of law, or- 
der, and stable government, and act as & 
conservative and preservative force in an 
emergency that may test the strength of 
republican institutions as they were never 
tried before. From what we know of the 
spirit and temper of its leading men, we are 
encouraged to believe that it will be so. 
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A large number of people in these United 
States are uneasy, dissatistied, irritable, de 
spondent, and ugly, constantly complaining of 
their hard lot, as they view it, and envious of 
every other person who is apparently better off 
tnan themselves. They seem to be utteriy 
indifferent to the numerous blessings that they 
do enjoy, and, as for the evils that beset their 
pathway in life, they ere ready to fly from those 
they have to others that they kuow not of 
But the striking contrast that exists between 
the present condition of the people of this coun 
try and some of the famine and disease stricken 
portions of the earth ought to make these | 
crowlers thankful to a bountiful Providence for 
the profusion of temporal blessings that He be- 
stowed upon them. While the ravages of 
drought and famine in China have swept off 
thousands upon thousands of its overcrowded 
population, these sickening reports are rivaled 
by the story of suffering and starr 
tion that comes to us from India 
where, according to an authentic state 
ment made the other day in the House 
of Commons, no less than 1,800,000 people have 
perished for the want of food. Tbe imaginatioa 
is appalled at the contemplation of such a fear 
ful condition of affairs, even at thisssafe dis- 
tance, and a comparison of these wretched peo 
ple with our own, who are living ina land of 
comparative plenty, wealth, prosperity, aud 
luxury, ought to give the Socialist and the 
Communist food for reflection. But Northern 
India and China are not the only countries that 
appeal to our sympathies by reason of the suf- 
ferings of their unfortunate {vhabitants. Our 
Consul at Tangier reports a terrible famine pre 
valllng in Southern Morocco, that bas been 
been brought about by along-continued drought.

Other Testimony Secured—Nothing Certain let

The 11 o’clock train of the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quincy Road vesterday as it rolled out of 
the depot had sefera) highly-important persons 
on board as freignt. These were Deputy- 
Coroner G. A. Korn, his assistant, Officers 
O'Malley and O’Brien, several members of the 
press, and Joseph St. Peters as prisoner. The 
youbg man was neatly dressed, and had on a 
black slouch hat. He was very quiet, and the 
Coroner gave orders that no person should be 
allowed to talk with him under any cireum- 
stances, and the order was obeyed. The party 
was on its route to La Grange, to continue the 
inquest upon the remains of A. B. Clark, the 
murdéred man, which was afljourned from last 
Thursday. 

Atthe Blue [sland avenue crossing another 
and larger party boarded the train.

nesses, to prove an alibi, if possible. They 
were Canadian-French people, and what little 
talking they had to do was done in the peculiar 
diaiect of that people, which strikes a Parisian 
dumb, and is understandable to nobody on 
earth except themselves.

who strove toimpress upon their minds the 
enormity of their offense in so doing by reason- 
ing that as the inquest had adjourned from 
Mrs. Clark’s house, at Mrs. Clark’s house it 
should be resumed, or there would be no legali- 
ty in the proceedings. In vain the Coroner and 
the representatives strove to convince him that 
this was merely an investigation, and not a 
criminal prosecution; the stubborn old gentle- 
man maintained that it was Ulegal, and the 
proceedings would be void, unless the jury as- 
sembled at that particular spot and pro- 
ceeded in a body to the church. He 
bad known, years ago, of an election 
which was declared null and void trom the fact 
that a etrict adherence to this rule was not 
maintained, and he insisted upon his point with 
so much vehemence that the Coroner was at 
last obliged to yield, and the business was de- 
layed until l o'clock.

‘The foreman appeared to bea 
man witha single idea, which be foliowed with 
great tenacity. He cross-questioned each and 
every witness, going all over the ground several 
times, seldom making a point, but consuming 
more time toan the Coroaer himself. 

On the other band, the Episcopaiians were 
represented by a number of sharp lawyers, 
who objected to everything that was offered in 
the most vigorous.if not ludicrous, manner 
upon iegal technicalities, and they usually car- 
ried their point. The inquest was virtually run 
by the foreman of the jury and the opposing 
faction.

there. It is stated that Mrs. (Ctlark’s 
futher gave her some property soon 
alter she was married, which Mr. Clark sold, 
and bought other property in its place, which he 
took in his own name. Mrs. Clark’s father was 
very angry, and told her that he should never 
give her any more while he lived. and that when 
he died he did not wish her to give any portion 
of what fell to her to her busband. This ap- 
pears to have always been a bone cf contention 
Detween them, resulting at one time in a tem- 
porary separation, she going to reside with her 
relatives in Naperville. At this time Miss West 
went to live at Mr. Clark’s, by mutual agree- 
ment. for a short time. it was hinted that about 
this time a divorce was talked of, but matters 
were eventually settled amicably, 

Mention was also made in yesterday morn- 
ing’s TRIBUNE of a girl named Ricke. Car- 
oline Zimmering vesterday informed the writer 
that her full name was Rickie Luntz, and she 
lived in Riverside. She formerly resided at Mr. 
Clark’s, and from a person who had seep her it 
was understood that she had a tale of scandal 
to unfold, but that it would not materially af- 
fect the case. She was expected at the inquest 
yesterday, but she failed to put in an appear- 
ance. ; 

THE BOY AND GIRL. 

Mrs. Clark’s little boy Eddie and the little 
girl] were talked with. The boy repeated the 
story which he told to the jury last Thursday. 
He said he was in his father’s room. which was 
also his own room, Wedvesday wight. He had 
not undressed himself, but was sitting there 
waiting for his father, who had gone out to the 
barn at his mother’s request to look after the 
horses. He could not have more than got ten to 
the barn before he beard a ghot and then a 
scream—the same “death secream’’ beard 
by the other witnesses. Ille was very much 
frightened, and ran to his mother’s room 
exclaiming, Father is shot. His mother ap- 
peared to be very much frightened, and shut 
the door and locked it, with all three children 
in the room with her. Pretty soon they heard 
some one coming up-stairs. His mother un- 
locked the door, and ran out to see what was 
the matter. She looked over the railing, and 
asked if that was his father. There was no 
answer, and presently she went down. His 
father was lying on the stairs. He never 
saw his father’s pistol, and did not know 
he had one. His room was next to the barn. 
After he heard the shot fired, he thought he 
heard somebody running, but could not tell 
whether it was his father or who. 

The little girl is a very.timid little creature, 
but she Was induced, after wuch persuasion, to 
tell her story. She said she was undressed and 
in her mother’s bed. The first thing she knew 
she heard ber brother rush into the room sav- 
ing. Fat her is shot.“ She did not know whether 
she was asleep or not, but thought she must 
have been. Her mother immediately locked the 
door, as somebody was heard coming up the 
stairs, and she said it was traups. It was some 
time before she unlocked the door—atter she 
heard somebody fali upon the stairs. Then she 
went out and looked over the stairsand saw her 
father lying there part way up. 

She was very backward in talking, and the 
above statement was clicited by dint of ingen- 
jous questioning. ifthe stories of these two 
children can be relied upon to anv extent, they 
lapse of time between 
the firing of the shot and tue appearance of Mrs. 
Clark at Mr. Love’s. 

Mrs. Clark appeared to be 

GREATLY SHOCKED 
at the charges against her, and appeared to 
think that the suspicions were most cruel. She 
had not dreamed of anything of this kind, and 
the matter seemed to troubie her greatly. As 
the case progresses new complications arise, and 
there is no apparent way out of the difficuity. 
None of the theories that have been advanced 


heretofore will probably prove to be correct. 
As the affair looxed yesterday it is probablé 
that several parties will be . implicated 
before the matter is settled. @Who 
they are no one as vet knows 
definitely, and only surmises of 


such a conclusiou can be indulged in, as no clew 
was secured by the investigation yesterday. 
Aecording to the developments it is still possi- 
ble that Mrs. Clark may eventually be found to 
know more than she has as yet professed to 
know of the terrible affair. If she has been in 
collusion with any outside party to accomplish 
the tragedy, time will develop the true state of 
affairs; for, ff it was the work of a paramour, 
nothing under Heaven can keep them apart. 
The matter may rest quietly for weeks or 
months, but eventually murder will out.” 

Payne Fittz went out as attorney for Joe St. 
Peter, aud he almost made a nuisance of him- 
sell very frequentiy. 

The inquest was opened at about 1 O'clock. 
and the testimony was taken with many inter- 
ruptions from that time to 6, when an adjourn- 
ment was taken until Wednesday morning at 8 
o'clock. It is then expected that all the remain- 
ing witnesses will be on hand, including an 
Inter-Ocean reporter mentioned in the evidence 
yesterday, Rickie Luntz, Nettie Shoemaker, and 
others. Tne Coroner made out a mittimus con- 
signing the prisoner, Joe St. Peter, to the 
County Jail to await the result of the inquest.

wrote any letters for me; she only 
addressed envelopes. { can’t read or 
write the Euglish language, and she 


only wrote the address on the envelopes so I 
could send letters to her to ask for work when 
there was any. On Wednesday, the l4th, I went 
with my brother pretty early in the eyening,— 
about 6 or 7 o’clock,—to see my brother’s 
people, who live on Morgan street, 
wear Taylor. My brother’s name 
is St. Peter, and father’s Germain St. Peter. 
Found my father at home, and remained there 
about three hours aud a hall. Played cards 
with father aud my uncle, Paul gt. Peter. 
Another uncle, my father’s brother, Machrioux 
St. Peter, a cousin named Joe, —I forget his, 
surname,—a step-brother, Joe Perie, my 
step-mother, Mrs. St. Peter, ber mother, 
Mrs. Labeau, and two little girls were together 
in one room. It was a small one we were in. 
Myself, uncle, and father played cards. From 
there Il went home with my brother, and reached 
there about 10 or 11 o’clock.. Don’t remember 
stopping on the way home, and don’t know as 
Imet apy person. Don’t recollect the time 
exactly when I first left home, but think it was 
about 6 o'clock. 

My mother was occupied in clearing off the 
table, and T sat and smoked. I took supper at 
my brother-in-law’s before 6 o’clock. I eat sup- 
per sometimes at 6 and sometimes later. My 
brother-in-law is a carpenter. He usually gets 
home a little after 6. I ate my supper and left. 
Il came back afterwards aud went away again. 
Ihad not been near the park that evening. 
When I got home between 10 and II my sister 
was in bed. 1 don't know whether I told any- 
body that I was inthe park that evening or 
not. 

The foreman of the jury wished to know to 
whom the letters in his trunk were addressed. 
The Coroner said that as yet there had been no 
proof of the existence of anv letters, aud asked 
if he wanted proof. He was answered in the 
affirmative. The Coroner asked the witness 
where his trunk was. He replied that it was in 
the house of his sister-in-law. The Coroner 
then showed him two pictures of Mrs. Clark, 
some envelopes addressed to her, and some cards, 
which the witness identified as being his prop- 
erty, and said that they were in his trunk. 

he Foreman—What was the object of hav- 
ing the letters addressed to Mrs. Clark 

Here Payne Fittz and the Coroner rebuked 
him for his interruption. Mr. Fittz didn’t want 
the witness to criminate himself, but the wit- 
ness answered: 

Because | wanted to know her address. I 
was at my sister’s all Wednesday afternoon. 
Got my supper. Went away after my brother 
about 3 o’clock; came back about 6, but only 
staid there a short time, and went away again.” 

To Mr. Korn—My brother-in-law was there 
about 6 o’clock. I think I made a statement to 
somebody that I didn’t go near the house of 
my brother-in-law from 3 to d p. m., but it 
wasn’t Wedvesday. While in the ceil last night 
1 don’t know that I stated this positively. I 
couldn’t tell whetber I stated that I hadn’t seen 
my father that night. I have a revolver. [It 
was shown and the witness identified it. 
Have bad it about five or six months; think 
bought it on Madison street and paid $5 for it; 
pought it to stay out here and go out in the 
woods shooting around with, and for no other 
purpose. Emptied the revolver when I went 
to the city, and put it in my trunk and 
the cartridges io my pocket. The police 
officers took four of the cartridges and 
left one. I carried the cartridges loose in 
my pocket when I was around. Pawned the 
revolver on Halsted street; got $1.50 for it, but 
can't tell when I pawned it; don’t think it was 
Wednesday, but the day before I was arrested. 
|Pawn-ticket shown and recognized.| I bought 
a box of cartridges and used part of them. 
While at Clark’s | never knew that he had a re- 
volver, and never saw one like that. | baven’t got 
any caitridges; threw the last one away in the 
Twelfth Street Station, and think it is in the 
corner of the room now; had it fn my hand and 
threw it away, but don’t know what for. ‘The 
revoiver wat ofled about two weeks ago. [Off- 
cer O’Brien had stated that it was oiled re- 
cently, and the pawnbroker told him he didn’t 
oil it}. 

The inquest was here interrupted by the 
County Physician, who was on his way to ex- 
hume the body of the murdered man at Bar- 
ber’s Corners. The Coroner wrote an order for 
the disinterment, and the physician proceeded 
to the grave to make a further search for tke 
bullet. 

GERMAIN ST. PETERS 

was next called to the stand, and an interpreter 
had to be vrocured. No one could be found 
except relatives, but finaily the Rev. Mr. Luson 
undertook the task. He made wretched work 
of it, and but little could be gathered from the 
His testimony was approximately as 
foilows: 

I am the father of Joe St. Peters, and live on 
Morgan street. saw Joe last Wednesday 
evening, the Mth. He was at my house, and 
played with the dog. Afterwards he lit his 
pipe, and waited for his mother to clear the 
tabie so we could play cards. 

This is what one interpreter stated, but Ger- 
main St. Peters. Jr., was called, and testified 
that he lived at No. 12 Thirteenth place. I am 
a brother to Joe St. Peters. I saw my broth- 
er Joe about 6 o'clock Wednesdav evening. 
After supper I said to him, Joe, let's go over 
to father’s and have a game of cards.“ He 
agreed, and we went over and played euchre. 
is story as to who were there agreed with 
Joe's.] We played cards, aud got home about 11 
o’ciock. Did not meet any friends on the way 
home. I never saw my brother have a revolver, 
and he never toid me that he had one. I have 
roomed with him for about three weeks. Dur- 
ing the time Joe’ has been with me he never 
slept one night outside the house. 

ANGELINE LA BEAU, 
of 396 South Morgan street, testified that she 
Joe St. Peters. 


Was step-mother of 
Wednesday, the 14th inst., she was 
at home all the afternoon with 


her mother and sister. Her husband came home 
about fifteen minutes after 6 o’clock. In the 
evening nobody came in except her son and step- 
son. This was about 7:30 o'clock. Joe asked 
her to clear up the table so he couid play cards 
with his father. The two played 
two games, aud then an uncle came in 
and plaved with them the last game. They fin- 
ished the game about 9 o’elock, and at hali-past 
9 they started for home. They lived about three 
blocks away. She bought a Daily News to read 
an account of the murder, but the name was 
not in it. She told her husband that she thought 
it was Joe's boss. She bad beard that Joe's 
name was mentioned, but sbe told her husband 
that he could not have been there, because he 
was at their house tiil 9 o’clock. 
JOSEPH PERIE, 

of 306 South Morgan, testified that he was a son 
of the preceding witness. On the 14th he was 
down to the Criminal Court until about 2 
o'clock. Then he went home. He took supper 
at half-past 6 ora quarter to 7. They played 


cards and fooled around until ten 
minutes to 10 o'clock, when they 
went home. Joe played with his 
father and his uncle. know that was 


Wednesday afternoon, because I had some busi- 
ness at the Criminal Court. Joe had been in 
Chicago two weeks aiter leaving La Grange; 
he knew that he had not left for a singie day 
since he came home, for he had seen him near- 
ly every day. All three of the men, Joe, his 
father, and his uncle, commenced playing cards 
at the same time together. There was no time 
whbn only two were playing cards. Witness 
never knew his brother to carry a — aud 
never knew he had ove. 

JOSEPH RIEUX 

testified that he lived at Highland Park. He 
was a carpepter,and was acquainted with Joseph 
St. Peters. He saw him Wednesday nicht. 
Joseph calied at his father’s, No. 306 Morgdh 
street. with his brother, where witness boarded. 
They leit at ten minutes to 10 o'clock. They 
asked witness what time it was aud he told them 
Dy his watch.

When he got within twenty or twenty-five yards 
from us I remarked to my wife, “ That looks 
like Joe that used to live at Clark’s.” Directly 
after I made that remark the person stopped 
short, pulled a cap over bis face, end turned 
around. He then went over the fence behind a 
bush, My wife turned her head and I told her 
not to look that way. She said, ‘Oh, he’s only 
hiding till we get by.“ I looked, and saw who- 
ever it Was stooping behind the bush; could 
just see the top of the cap. I turned 
around again, saw him get over the fence, and 
come along the road toward LaGrange. I have 
resided here this last time since the 6th of May. 
Before this I lived here about ten months. I 
think the cap was black. lie wore dark clothes. 
I know Joe, and when he was here I mef him 
frequently. I came here to testify at the in- 
stance of Mr. Clark. I have never had a quar- 
rel with Joe St. Peter. Am on friendly speak- 
ing terms with him. I got back to La Grange 
about 8 o’clock that night. When I got back, I 
drove directly to the shop, and waited there 
some time for some men who had horses there. 
I live with my father-in-law, Mr. Lester. I did 
not have my supper till 9 o’clock or after. I 
was in the open air, but heard no noise. I spoke 
to Mr. Thorpe the morning after the murder, 
— [ did not say anything about this matter to 

un. 


MRS. MARTIN, 
the last witness’ wife, was called, and testified 
substantially to the same tacts. 

The inquest was then adjourned until half- 
past § o’clock next Wednesday morning. 

ALVINA BRIGGS. 

A reporter learned last evening that Miss 
Alviga Briggs, who lives at No. 92 Ontario 
street, and was employed at one time as a 
servant by the Clarks, might give some informa- 
tion as to the relations of Mrs. Clark and St. 
Peters. Accordingly he called there, and saw 
Miss Briggs and her mother. 

The former said she lived with the Clarks four 


years ago, and had deen in the habit 
of visiting them occasionally, but’ was 
loth to say anything about people who 


employed her, as it wasn’t right to state what 
—— overheard. After much persuasion she 
said : 

They didn’t live happily together. He was 
jealous of her, so she told me. She had a 
sore @ar and used to go to Naperville for medi- 
cine, and Mr. Clark, she said, was jealous of 
the doctor. He was also jealous of Joe.” 

„That is St. Peterst“ 

“Yes. I always called him Joe.“ “ 

„Did you ever see anything between Mrs. 
Clark and Joe to warrant the jealousy?” 

„Well, Ithought they were too intimate. 
She didn’t like ber husband. He was a hard- 
working mau, and very kind to her and the chil- 
dren, They quarreled, but she did the talking 
for both.

ART IN MILWAUKEE. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 
_ Mriwavuxee, Aug. 17.—Ib art matters in Mil- 
waukee a disposition has been experienced sim- 
ilar to the general depression of business. in 
the absence of cash orders for landscapes and 
portraits, however, the local artists have set at 
work preparing for the future by establishing 
classes in art. Lydston, Vianden, Ver Bryck, 
and Mrs. Cavenagh have each opened their 
studios to scholars. Prof. Lydston’s classes 
have recently commenced in lessons on the 


principles pertaining to the correct drawing of 
the human form, and other objects, as he al- 
leges that the theory of ture in all art is to 
begin at the foundation and acquire the faculty 
of making true propositions and symmetrical 
outlines. Schools of this order are open in 
Chicago, and this is the first experiment in Mil- 
waukee. This school of instruction is 
based on present German ideas, and the 
lessons are full of interest. The other 
schools are principally engaged in teaching 
landscape-painting, water-colors, and portrait- 
painting. Some of the students are making 
rapid progress and promise we)! for the future. 
Milwaukee artists have designed and marble 
dealers are manufacturing mantels with glass 
panels, on which the paintings are approvriate 
to the apartment.—fruits, glasses of wine, and 
game or meat being represented in dining- 
rooms. rows of books in libraries, flowers, etc., 
in parlors, and other illustrations to match.

This bas become a great issue. If Kearney

out of the 140,000 or 150,000 people in Milwau- 
kee County know anvthing about it, though all 
have heard of it.

THE WEST BEND CONVENTION. 

Much comment has been excited by the call 
of the Democratic Congressional Convention 
for this district at West Bend. That place is 
distant from Milwaukee some twenty or thirty 
miles. No regular passenger-trains run there 
onthe morning of the Convention, or return 
late enough in the day to bring delegates back ; 
and, as a consequence, a part of three days will 
bave to be used in getting there and returning. 
Milwaukee will have twenty-eight delegates to 
be discommoded by this process, while Wasb- 
ington County has but five delegates altogether, 
and, for a part of them, Milwaukee will be far 
more convenient than their own county-seat.

It will de awk- 
ward and expensive for the newspapers to send 
reporters there,and the crowd of spectators 
who would attend a convention in this city, and 
which often forms the best protection against 
“skuliduggery.”’ will be conveniently ab- 
sent. For what object ali this was 
arranged, or whether it was a mere accident of 
inconsiderate good nature to please the country 
Democrats, has not been divulged. One thing, 
however, is freely said, and that is that the 
Democratic prospects are not so almighty flat- 
tering in this district as to encourage the man- 
agers of that party in any piece of eccentricity, 
stupidity, or pig-headedness, or in any elaborate 
intrigue by which they will lose votes. rhe 
Democrats who do not manipulate things, but 
who doa large share of the intelligent voting 
on election-day, are very free in their remarks 
ou this subject. Whether the grumblings and 
complaints caused by this arrangement will 
amount to anvthing, cannot be determined till 
after the action of the Convention is Known.

DEMOCRATIC CANDIDATES. 

The Democratic fight over the Congressional 
nomination begins to boil and bubble. Many 
German Democrats, quite unexpectedly, are 
talking and working against P. V. Deuster’s 
nomination. The prediction of Tas TrRipune’s 
correspondence that Deuster leads the cam- 
paigu, with the best show for the nomination, 
has excited a high state of feeling. Letters to 
the German papers commenting on this predic- 
tion, waru the Democrats not to experiment 
again on the forbearance of the district. as was 
done in 1874, when Sam Rindskopf was nomi- 
nated for Congress Deuster openly bolted 
Rindskopf in that year, and bolted Lynde, who 
was the candidate after Rindskopf bad with- 
drawn. It begius to look as if a storm of unu- 
sual proportions would follow Deuster’s nom- 
ination, if it should occur, rendering it doubtful 
if the Democrats can carry this old Democratic 
stronghold. : 

It is a fair opinion to: express that it Mr. 
Deuster should secure the “(Democratic nomina- 
tion for Congress, he will havea hard task to 
be elected. It did not appear soa few weeks 
ago, but the demonstrations are so unequivocal 
that common sagacity cannot mistake them. 

If D. W. Maxon should secure the nomina- 
tion through the location of the Convention at 
West Bend, probably nothing better can be said 
of his chances than of Deuster’s. It is gener- 
aliy a threatening time. upon which Republicans 
and nopv-party men, who want to see the dis- 
trict respectably represented, and old party 
lines broken down, look with an average degree 
of complacency. 

John Johnston, who was understood to be a 
candidate for the Democratic nomination, is 
still in Scotland, or has but recently started on 
his way bome. Even his intimate personal 
friends have not been made acquainted with his 
later intentions, if he has any. 

it begins to look as if William Pitt Lynde, the 
present member, would bave a loud call to stand 
in again as a candidate. It can at least be said 
of him that he is a wan of respectable qualitica- 
tions and capacity, that he has a good know!l- 
edge of public affairs and political life, and a 
stainless character. If John Johnston does not 
get home in time to snatch the nomination from 
Deuster, Maxon, et al., Mr. Lynde will be likely 
to take it, if prudent and sagacious men control 
the Democratic Convention.

The Distilleries—Important Decision by the 
Court of Claims on the Subject of River 


Tolls. 
Aneta Dispatch to The Tribune. 


SPRINGFIBLD, III., Aug. 17.—Henry B. Miller, 
Hiram Loomis, and Charles A. Clowes, of Chi- 
cago, filed articles of incorporation as the River- 
ton Alcohol Works, capital, $30,000, formerly 
the Bunn distillery. The establishment will be 
started up again in a few weeks, as wil! also the 
Myers distillery at Pekin, purchased by Peoria 
parties. 

J. D. MeIntyre’s distillery, at Pekin, started 
up again last night with a capacity of nearly one 
hundred barrels a day.

The Court of Claims adjourned to-day until 
the Court in Course, two years hence. But one 
further claim was allowed, that of P. W. Harts, 
stationer. The Court allows 8891, the Com- 
mission rejecting the balance of the claim on 
the ground that the Adjutant-General, who 
contracted the balance of the bill, 
is not by law authorized to find 
the stationery. This, with the Quincy Bank 
claim allowed yesterday, makes less than $1,000 
tn all allowed out of claims presented amount- 
ing to $2,679,657.62. The Kokker extra binding 
claim was rejected; also the Haines claim of

for a gas machine put in the Joliet Penitentarv. 
But tue more important claims rejected to-dav 
were those to recover tonnage paid for passing 
through the lock at Henry, and for alleged 
damages to boats, etc., growing out of river im- 
provements by the State. The claims were: S. M. 
Hickey and J. C. Bartlett, $5,400; Hickey & 
Bartlett, $3,000; Huse, Loomis & Co., $12,000; 
W. R. Hall, $2,660; D. W. Florence, $2,272.55: 
Bohlen, Huse & Co., 82.800; Mississippi Ice 
Company, $3,000; Stephen Clarv. $1,289.60. 
These were argued by Judge Eldredge, for 
claimants, and resisted by Attorney-General 
Edsall, for the State. Claimants denied the 
right of the State do improve the Illinois 
River by locks and dams, as it has done, and to 
charge for tolls for the use of such improve- 
ments. Claimants held the act authorizing the 
river improvements to be unconstitutional. 
first, because it imposes tolls for the navigation 
of the IIlinois River, and violates Art. 4 of 
the ordinance of 1787; second, the regulation of 
inver-State commerce is by the Federal Consti- 
tution conferred upon Congress exclusively: 
third, that the act unlawfullv imposes toils 
upon vessels navigating the river, thus imposing 
tux upon tonpage in violation of the Federal 
Constitution, which prohibits the State laying 
any duty on tonnage. ‘These points were over- 
ruled. Chief Justice Craig said that the Com- 
mission had no doubt of the right of the State 
to unprove the navigation of the river by locks 
and dams, aud to coliect reasonable tolls for the 
use of such improvement. As to the tonnage 
question, the Court held that the collection of 
tolls for the use of improvements made by the 
State stood upon the same basis as the tolls up- 
on the canals, and were not duties upon tonnage 
within the meaning af the Constitution. 

The Commission also determined that, inas- 
much as the parties might desire to submit the 
question to the courts, these claims were re- 
jected without prejudice. All.claims, except 
those continued by agreement, are disposed of 
by the Court.

FINANCIAL. 


The activity in the currency movement is al- 
ready making itself felt in other directions in the 
business of Chicago. The receipts of produce have 
increased, and the fall trade is already beginning. 
There are promising inaications of a prosperous 
and active business this fall. The country orders 
for currency continue heavy, and are becoming 
more widely distribated tnan at firet. They are 
moving northward, and a general marketing of the 
crops has fairly begun. The shipments of currency 
this way from New York were very heavy yester 
day, and the probability ie that so much currency 
will be received Monday that the exchange market 
will be firmer. Sales of New York exchange were 
made between banks at $1 per $1, 000 discount. 

The loan market was undisturbed by any appear- 
ance of activity. With one or two exceptions, the 
banks complain of an insufficient supply of paper. 
Rates of discount are 6@10 per cent, with lower 
rates to first-class outside borrowers.

At the same time that the European bank re- 
serves fel) off 873. 643. 000. the exports of the 
precious metals from this country were greatly 
diminished. Our average export of specie had up 
to that time been about $55, 000,000 a year, but it 
dwindled in the fisca) year 1878 to only $4, 000, 000, 
and in 1877 to but $16,000,000. ‘This was a loss 
forthe two years of $90,000,000, ana this loss 
appears in the European bank reserves. There 
will be a struggle to regain this specie from this 
country. Europe bas the advantage of being a 
heavy creditor of America in Government, rail- 
road, State, and corporate loans, but America has 
the immense advantage of having to sell commodi- 
ties like wheat and cotton which Europe must buy. 
This country can much more easily than Europe 
curtail its purchases of foren products. Our ex- 
ports are growing larger year by year, while our 
imports are decreasing. The balance of trade is 
now running in our favor at the rate of over $260, - 
000,000 a year. The shipments to Europe this 
fall of wheat and cotton will be very heavy. The 
present prospect is that we shall be able to send 
abroad more dollars worth of commodities than 
the amount of our bonds that will be sent back for 
payment, and that consequently little or 
no specie will be shipped abroad un- 
til the resumption of specie payments 
will not be endangered by it. The 
Secretary of the Treasury bas recently stated that 
but 20 per cent of our national debt is held 
abroad. A large part of this is held for private in- 
vestments by parties who will continue to hold it 
for the sake of the high interest. European bank- 
ers cannot expect to tarn the current of trade with 
America by shipping bonds back to us. They are 
likely to experience sbarply some of the disad- 
vantages of the single gold sandard system.

RARUS AND HIS RECORD. 

Since Rarus trotted in 3:18 over the Buffalo 
2 there bas been an immense amount of 
discussion regarding the matter, and various 

decisions” have been given concerning it. 
What possible value these decisions’ can 
have is not apparent to most people, but still 
they may serve to amuse and inflate with asense 
of dignity those who take it upon themselves to 
make them, and, viewed in this light, are 
productive of no harm. One of the sheets 
that is constantly “deciding” something over 
which it has not the’ slightest jurisdiction is 
the Spirit of the Times, a New York sporting 
journal whose fortunes are presided over by 
Mr. E. A. Buck. Accordingly, in ‘the last issue 
of his paper, Mr. Buck contributes a mite to 
the literature of the country in the shape of a 
“decision” on Rarus’ 2:13\¢ heat at Buffalo, 
and, in order that there may be- no mistake 
about the nature ot the promulgation, transfers 
it to the editorial page of the Spirit, in the 
current number of which it appears in all the 
diguity which leaded brevier tyve can impart.

Association), it is partly right and a good deal 
wrong. THe [RiBUNB has received a number 
of communications regarding Rarus’ record of 
2:13\4, but it does not propose to give any de- 
cisions. It will state the circumstances of the 
race in which 2:13‘4¢ was made. and then, from 
the rules of the National Trottine Association, 
which must govern the matter, attempt tosuow.

If out 
one horse enters and starts, $1,000 will be paid i/ 
the fifet three heats are trotted to average 2:18 or 
better; $500 additional if 2:14 is beaten in any one 
of such heats. If two or more horses enter and 
start, it is to be a race of mile heats, best three in 
five, for $1.000, provided the winning heats aver- 
age 2:19 or better; 6500 additional if 2:14 is beaten 
in any one of said heats. 

There is no mistaking these words. They 
state plainly that in order to win eitber the 
81.000 for trotting three heats at an average 
speed of 2:18, or the $500 for beating 2:14, the 
trotting must be doue in the first three heats. 
Now io regard to this phase of the subject. the 
whole matter lies in a nutshell. If Rarus beat 
2:14 in any of the first three heats be trotted at 
Buffalo, the backers of the horse agdinst time 
win: if he did no they lose. The 
facts are as follows: *’Rarus trotted the 
first heat in 2:17. He was given the word a sec- 
ond time, but, owing to a break, was not urged, 
completing the mile in 2:50. He came up the 
third time. was given the word, but had haraly 
passed the wire when he again broke, aud 
after being stopped was turned around 
and driven back, not going around the track at 
all. Those who backed time to win claimed 
that when the word was given to Splan the 
third time, the heats were over, so far as the 
horse’s starting again was concerned, and they 
are richt. Rule 29 1s very specific On this point, 


and reads as follows:

No rider or driver shali cause 


to prepare for the race in time, or 


come for the word, or otherwise; and in scoring, if 


the word is not given, all the horses in the race 
shali immediately turn, at tne tap of the bell or 


other signal given, and jog back for a fresh start. 


But there shall be no recali after the stariing word 
or signal has been given. 

Consequentiy, when Rarus received the word 
for the third time, his driver abandoned the 
beat at his own peril, and, had the judges so 
chosen, they could have declined to allow him 
another trial for the $500 to be given in case 
2:14 was beaten. In any event, tuose who bet 
that 2:14 wouid not be beaten in the first three 
heats, or inthe race, won; fos, according to Rule 
20. three heats had been trotted, and Rule 60 
provides that, in matches against time, the 
parties making the match shall be entitied to 
three trials, unless expressly stipulated to 
the contrary.”’ Toerefore when the three heats 
had been trotted, the match against time was at 
an end, and as the horse bad neither averaged 
2:18 in these heats, por beaten 2:14 in any one 
of them, he was entitied to no money. 

It is argued by many, however, that the judges 
of a race are the sole arbiters in such matters, 
and that when they ignored the third start given 
to Rarus, aud did pot announce from the stand 
that it constituted the third beat of the race, 
they virtuaily declared it void, and that there- 
fore the 2:13 heat was the third 
heat of the race. This is very 

lausible reasoning, and would updoubtediy 

e corroborated by the official summary of the 
race as it stands on the books of the Associa- 
tion, but nevertheless the argument is of no 
avail. There is even a hieher power, the Board 
of Review, which can reverse the decisions of 
judyes if its members see fit. The judges of a 
race bave extraordinary powers, but in exercis- 
ing them, and deciding matters connected with 
the race, they must conform strictly to the 
rules of the National Association. This is 
provided for in Rule 25, which says that judges 
„Shall understand the rules of the said Na- 
tional Association, and shall rigidly enforce the 
same: and all their decisions s be subject to 


and in conformity with said rules. 


In view of this plain language it ig difficult 


to see how, even if the judges had declared the 
third heat of Rarus’ trial void (which they did 
not), it could not affect the matter, as such de- 
cision would undoubtedly have been revoked bv 
the Board of Review if the matter was carried

THE JOBS AT UTICA. 

It would be a good thing if the National 
Trotting Association would drop the Utica As- 
sociation from its list of members, and let that 
track be run ou the wild-cat principle, as it de- 
serves to be. For the past four years its meet- 
ings have been a disgrace instead of a credit to 
the turf, until finaily there seems to no remedy 
for the frauds practiced there but to kick the 
whole connern out of che society of respect- 
able and hovestiy~onducted tracks. Of 
course this kind of talk will be denounced by 
the Eastern sporting journals, whose reporters 
are bound to say a good word for any track that 
feeds them well, but the turfmen of the coantry 
know that it is true. The meeting at Utica, 


which came to an emi yesterday. was 
marked by jobbery from beginning to 
end. Nearly every race was strung 


outto the limit in order that as many horses as 
possible might get heats, and all the mouey put 
in the pool-box by the suckers, alter which the 
horse whose victory would pay the achemers 
pest would be allowed to go on and win. In 
the 2:24 race, Edwin Forrest, a horse that had 
won this event in the easiest possible manner at 
Cleveland, Buffalo, and Rochester, was an im 
mense favorite before the race began. He won 
the first heat easily in 2:18, lowering bis record 
one and one-half seconds, but in spite of this 
the pool-selling before the second heat was 8112 
to 6100 on the field over Forrest. when belore 
any trotting had been done the horse sold favor- 
ite over the field. This showed plainiv enough 
that there was a job, and the only trouble 
was that so many had been iet into the 
secret that in their eagerness to bet on a sure 
thing they overdid the business. The storv of 
how the race was .ost—the fastest heat of the 
winner being two seconds slower than Forrest's 
first beat—is familiar to all, This spirit of job- 
very and fraud characterized the entire meet- 
ing, and any detailed reference to the other 
races would be a waste o! space, as it is doubt 
ful whether any of them were trotted on their 
merits.

ADVANCE IN GRAIN RATES, 

A meeting of the Freight Agents of the roads 
leading East from this city was beid yesterday 
afternoon at the office of the Lake Shore Rail- 
road to consider the advisability of making an- 
other advance in the East-bound freight rates. 


The Fort Wayne and the Baltimore & Onio Rail 
roads have urged another advance of five cents 


for some days past, but the Lake Shore and the 


Michigan Central eo opposed to such 
action, claiming that th@lake competition wouid 
not warrant it. There bas been considerabie 
telegraphing for the last few davs between the 
managers of the various roads in order to bring 
about an understanding, which seems to have 
beep reached yesterday, because the Freight- 
Agents were ordéred to convene and advance 
the rate on grain five cents to all points east of 
Buffalo, Pittsburg, and Wheeling. No change 
in the other classes of freigut was made. It 
created something of a surprise that an advance 
was made so suddenly, especiaily as there 
will be a conference of all tine railroad mana- 
gers at Saratoga in a few days, when this mat- 
ter could have been more fully discussea. The 
action taken yesterday seems toincdica:e that an 
attemot will be made at Saratoga to raise the 
grain rates to 35 cents per 100 from Chicago to 
New York.

INDIANAPOLIS, BLOOMINGTON & 
WESTERN. 

A meeting of the Board of Directors of the 
Indianapolis, Bloomington & Western Railroad 
Company, recently organized by the first mort- 
gage bondholders of the old Company, was 
held in New York a few days ago to, arrange for 
the purchase of the road at a toreclosure sale 
to take place Aug. 31.

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| KUESSNER’S CUTENESS. 


‘It Results in the Recovery of the Pal- 
mer House er, 


And the Arrest of One of the Unlacky 
Thieves. 


There is one man in Chicago who possesses at 
least $13,300 worth of honesty, and no one 
knows how much more, for it has not been 
tested. And this one lays so far over all our 
celebrated detectives that his name should be 
given more than a passing notice. He is F. 
Kuessner. He is a furniture manufacturer; 
and lives at 361 State street, onthe southeast 


| corner of Harrison,—a plain, neat, two-story 


building, the lower floor of which is occupied as 
a millinery store by Mrs. Kuessner. The upper 
floor is rented out in furnished rooms, and a 
sign to that effect is on the front door. In a 
room at this place detectives yesterday morn- 
ing, recovered ali the jewelry stolen from 
Henry Freund at the Palmer House, and which 
was scheduled at exactly $13,300, and at 5:30 in 
the afteruoon they arrested one of the thieves, 
who has been positively identified. This im- 
portant capture was brought about by 
MR. KUBSSNER, 

who tells his story as follows: Two men came 
to his place about 4 o’clock Friday afternoon, 
inquiring for rooms to rent. His wife waited 
upon them, and they readily struck a bargain 
(or a room back of the parlor, up-étairs,and front- 
ing on Harrison street. They paid $3 for one 
week’s rent, aud paid cents for a 
night-key, which money was to de re- 
iunded when they returned the key. The 
money was forthcoming without a single 
moment's hesitation, which Mrs, Kuesgner con- 
sidered curious, as most people banter and at- 
tempt to beat down the pride. She at once 
seut — to her husband that she had rented 
ther to two gentiemen, and that she want- 
ed to consult him at ounce. Mr. Kuessner ar- 
rived ust in time to see the two 
new lodgers carrying up a trunk and 
several valises into their room, He at once 
surmised that they were jewelry agents. Sub- 
sequently he noticed the shorter and swarthier 
man of tae two carrying up still another valise, 
and, coming upon him suddenly, tue map 


changed color and appeared to grow 
very nervous. Upon goiug back = into 
the store he made the remark to his 


wile that be did not like the looks oi the man. 
Both kept closely to their room, and kept tbe 
doors and blinds taghtiy Shui. Mr. Kuessner 
then couciuded that they were not straight, but 
* crooked’? men. In the morning he went with 
his wife, who was to make the bed and sweep 
the floor, and, while in the room, he 
gratified his cur.osity so far as to weight 
the trunks and sachels. He tound all of them 
uuusuaily heavy, just as he expecte At 
breaktast he read Ius [RIBUNE account of the 
robbery, and, although the time did not coin- 
cide exactly, be felt assured that the two men 
who committed the robbery were his todgers. So 
strong was lis belief that he went at Once to 
the Palmer House for the purpose of 
couferring with Mr. Freund. He did not find 
him there, but went, according to the clerx’s 
direction, to Pinkerton’s detective ageucy ou 
Fifth avenue, where Mr. Freund was iound in 
consultation witoa Mr. Allan Pinxerton. To 
them he related his story, and it was so 
plausible that it was believea without 
4 single doubt. Indeed, Pinkerton 
was already certain that neither the plunder nor 
tue thieves had left Lown, and he was tolerably 
certain that tue supposed robbers had gone 
soutu on State strect. Shadows and spot 
ters“ from the Pinkertou office were scattered 
all along State street, from Mouroe street soutu 
‘to Twenty-second; every fence had been 
visited, and every ‘“‘crooked”’ man in town 
was in some way under surveillance. The in- 
formation furnished by Mr. Kuessuer tallied 
exactly with what Mr. Pinkertou expected. 
PLANS WERE AT ONCE LAID FOR THE CAPLURE. 
Willy Pinkerton aud a couple of good men were 
sent out upon the job. The former went at 
once to Supt. Seavey, and requested that Licut. 
MeUarigie be allowed to accompany him. The 
request Was xrauted, and tie party repaired to 
Mr. Kuessner’s house. The trunk was forced 
open first. and two sacheis and a bag, such as 
is used by express messengers, Were found m- 


side. ‘These, upon dak torced open, 
were found to contain the stolen jew- 
eiry, done up iu their natural packages 
of white flannel wrappers bound around 


with biue silk. So overjoyed was Piokerton on 
the discovery of the first bandiul ob jewelry, 
waich proved to be a bunch ol chains, that ue 
bit MceGarigle over the back with them, aad un- 
intentionally bruised mim quite severely, 
Further séarch revealed three other 
sachels, some containing jeweiry, and others 
clothing. Every particle of the plunder save only 
ove watch, which was afterward recovered upon 
the person arrested, was found concealed iu 


iyanced with joy. The detectives warned him 
pot to tell his good fortune, but the news was 
too good to Keep, and be flashed a telegrain 
over toe wires to his thm in New 
York, and they spread it about among their 
friends. This coming ioto the possession of the 
Associated Press as well as private individuals, 
the news was flashed back as public property to 


this city. 80 that news wulch transpired 
in this city was known in New York 
before it leaked out here, and indeed 
was only made known in this city 


by the New York telegrams. This was bad for 
tue detectives, not one of the thieves having 
shown up all day. However, they did not allow 
their hopes to diminish. A man was located ia 
aroom at the head of the stare commanding 
the hallway and stairway, and Pinker- 
ton and MecGarigie remained in the 
robber’s room, amusing themselyes by 
keeping a lookout through the windows. At 
about 5:30 a man came leisurely up the stairs 
aud entered the room. The officers were be- 
hind the door, and as soon as be noticed them 
he darted back into the bali sud ran into the 


parlor. Deputy-Superintendent Dixon, who, 
suspecting that all was not well, had 
gone to the room, was present at 


tuis juncture. Billy Pinkerton, jumped after 
the man, and, revolver in hand, 
ORDERED HIM TO HALT 
and throw up botn hands, which order the fel- 
low obeyed just as he reached the middie of tne 
parlor, and in a moment there were four re- 
volvers upon him. He was searched and 
the following articles found upon him: A 
nearly new Smith & Wesson revolver, $104.95 
in currency, a gold watch-chain and locket worn 
in the vest, a lot of keys, and trinkets of all 
sorts. In another pocket was found one of the 
stolen watches. 
The captured robber had but little to say, 
pressed 


and his feelings perceptibly de 
as the officers proceeded Ww 
the plunder, and examipe it more 
carefully.

Accompanying the street talk about the 
Angell defalcation yesterday, there were rumors 
afloat that Mr. James Warrack, ber Britannic 
Majesty's Vice Consul and ex-agent of the Anchor 
Line of steamsnbips, had also turned up one of the 
loose financiers to the tune of $25,000. A TRiInUNE 
reporter devoted a little time to investigating the 
rumors, and ascertained that some two or three 
months ago a suit had been entered against Mr. 
Warrack oy the Henderson Brothers, of New York, 
owners of the Anchor Line, to recoverthe amount 
named, a sort of extra salary grab, which, it is 
alleged, had been quietiy appropriatea by Mr. 
Warrack several years ago. Service was had on 
him in New York, and the case is still pending in 
the courts in that city. It is alleged that while 
Mr. Warrack was agent of the Anchor Line he se- 
cured from the fast freight lines running to New 
York a rebate of five cents per 100 pounds 
on all the freight shipped via the Anchor Line 
to British ports. This, it is alleged, he quietly 
confiscated to his own private uses, and never 
made any account therefor to the Hendersons. 
who claim that as their agent he was bound to turn 
over to them all the emoluments accruing over and 
above the regular salary under which he 
was engaged. All the fast freight lines 
contributed to this douceur in order 
to get the benefit of the business. It 
ie not claimed that the Hendersous were 
defrauded out of any of the ocean freights, and 
they should demand what the railroads saw fit to 
give for obtaining the vreference on the inland 
transportation—a matter over which the Hender- 
sons had no control—is one of those things no 
freight agent can find out. Mr. Warrack’s position 
seems to be analagous to that of the col- 
ored waiter at a Saratoga hotel, who, while 
enjoying a good living salary, does not hesitate 
to accept a dollar from a guest who tells him. 
„ Bring what you like. but bring me a good 
dinner. The principle of the thing is wrong, 
but there is nothing in it in conflict with the 
statutes thereunto made and provided. There is 
no law prohibiting individuals or corporations 
making presents, and on this basis, it is said, Mr. 
Warrack makes his defense. 


The suit in which is involved the question 


as to whether or not Hibbard & Spencer's cartage 
tickets are payable to the bearer or only to the per- 
son to whom they were issued came up before 
Justice Meech yesterday afternoon, and 
was by him decided against Hidbard & 
Spencer. It might perhaps be well to 
explain to persons unaccastomed to and 
unacquainted with the customs and usages of large 
business concerns, that every time a load of mer- 
chandise is brought to or taken from Hibbard & 
Spencer's establishment, the cartman gets a ticket 
upon which is printed, ‘*Hibdbard & Spencer, cart- 
age ticket, 51. and at the bottom ie the printed 
signature of the firm. At the end of the month the 
cartman presents his month's collection, and the 
Cashier cashes them. It appears that the boss 
truckman of the establishment, a man named Fitz- 
gerald, got into the nabit of selling hie cartage 
tickets almost as fast as he received them. expect- 
ing, of course, thatthe firm would pay them no 
matter in whose. possession they might be 
when presented for payment. The firm, 
however, refused to pay them uniess presented by 
Fitzgeraid himself. Hence the suit by tne holder 
of the tickete. Justice Meech heid that the ticket 
was a due-bill payable tothe begrer thereof. He 
cited the case of Weston and others against My- 
ers, decided by Judge Beckwith and concurred in 
by the other Justices of the Supreme Bencu and 
reported in the Thirty-Third I linois. That case 
was one brought against Myers to compel him to 
honor some sutier’s tickets which he had issued. 
They read: Good for 50c; H. C. Myers, Sutier.” 
On the dack was au indorsement by Myers. The Su- 
preme Court held that the bearer bf the ticket was 
authorized to insert after the words Good 
for 0c, the words aue to the bearer.”’ 
Hibdbard‘& Spencer's t.ckets were similar to Mvers’, 
and the holder of them, no matter who he might 
be. was entitied to as much cash as the ticket rep- 
resented. ** Due the bearer might be written 
on them after the words ‘* Cartage Ticket, so 
that *‘* Hibbard & Spencer, cartage ticket, due the 
bearer 81.“ would be the form of the aue-bil!. A 
judgement was rendered against the firm for the 
amount of the tickets issued. 8145. The reason 
why Hibvard & Spencer refused to cash their tick- 
eta was that Fitzgerald was indebted to them for 
about $350, and they desned to let his tickets, 
when presented for payment, apply on his debit 
account. He escaped them by disposing of them.

THE CUSTOM-HOUSE. 


The Sub-Treasury 4 per cent bond sales 
yesterday were $106, 150. 

The Sub-Treasury disbursements yester- 
day were $98,450 in currency and $1,000 in 
silver.

The inspection of goods claimed to be 
damaged in transit, upon which duties are collect- 
ed. have not been as thorough as the Treasury De- 
partment would desire, and the following order 
has been issued by Secretary John Sherman to 
Collectors and Appraisers of Customs: You will, 
hereafter, in all cases require a certificate from the 
Appraiser to be endowed in the estimates that all 
the packages on which damage afterwards is made 
were actually opened, as required by the Depart- 
ment instructions of July 10, last. 


Mr. Berthold, an exporter of this city, 
who proposes to engage largely in the export of 
alcohol, thinks that, according to Collector Mer- 
ritt’s ideas, goods can be directly sent to foreign 
ports from Chicago under one bound. Under Vol- | 
lector Arthur's administration this was impossi- 
ble. A transportation bond was given here, and at 
New York another bond was demanded by the 
Collector of tae Port that the goods should be 
landed ata foreign port. Under Collector Mer- 
ritt’s decision, it ts likely that one bond may be 
only required, and that spirits may be shipped di- 
rect to foreign points from Chicago, which is an 
important victory for the West.

SOME ABSURD STORIES DENIED.

2 by District-Attorney Bliss, of St. Louis. 

r. Hill's metnod is also referred to in this docu- 
ment, and, if he is to be removed, it will un 
doubtedly be because his method is regarded as 
objectionable by the Secretary of the reasury. 
United States District-Attorney Bliss and the 
Hon. Casey Young, each investigating the work 
performed for the Government in their respective 
cities, felt called upon to draw the attention of the 
Treasury Department to the objectionable manner 
in which the Government was being served. At 
St. Louis Superintendent Walsh was removed, and 
at Memphis Schneider's contract was set aside. 
All of this isa repetition of what has been done 
in Chicago. It 1s to be hoped that Mr. Hill can 
explain his connection with these different public 
enterprises to the satisfaction of the public. 

Tue dispatch also alleges, Mr. Smitn, that 

C. B. FARWELL 
is working with you, for political advantage. in 
this alleged attempt to get Hill bounced: that 
Superintendent Burling was opposed to Mr. Far- 
well’s return to Congress, while Gen. McDowell, 
the new Superintendent, foundin Mr. Farwell his 
principal supporter for the place.

So 
far as the investigation of the Custom-House 
frauds is concerned, Mr. Farwell nad no know}- 
eage of it. nor was he in any measure concerned in 
it. The investization was for the information of 
the Secretary of the Treasury only. The results 
were given to the Secretary, and the responsibility 
rests with him, 80 far as the future is concerned.

A St. Louis Hotel the Scene of a 
Horrible Tragedy. 


Violent Death of a Prominent 
| Lawyer and His 
Mistress.

a Fit of Jealousy.

A ST. LOUIS TRAGEDY. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Sr. Louis, Aug. 17.—The community was 
startled at noon to-day by the announcement 
that Col. J. P. Colcord, a well-known and 
brilliant attorney of this citv, and formerly a 
member of the Legislature, bad murdered his 
mistress and then killed bimself, the inciting 
cause being whisky. Col. Colcord was one of 
the most promising lawyers, and during the 
progress of the Murphy movement in this city 
several months ago obtained considerable prom- 
inence as a temperance orator. He had for- 
merly been considerably dissipated, and his 
friends were overjoyed to find that he had 
forsaken the monster evil, and had determined 
to lead a sober, industrious life. For the past 
few months he has been following the practice 
of his profession, and as he was a young man 
of acknowledged ability, a promising future 
seemed to be instore for him. For the past 
few days, however, it was poticed that ne haa 
partially fallen back into his old habits, but it 
was hoped that the backward step was only a 
temporary one. 

About 12 oclock he was seen in the streets by 
a friend partially under the influence of liquor, 
but seemingly in his usual good spirits. He was st 
Judge Willtam Powers’ office at 12 o’clock, and 
left shortiy afterward to go to his room at the 
Girard House, on the corner of Broadway and 
Biddle streets. At 1:15 the clerk of the hotel 
heard three pisto! shots, coming apparently from 
the third floor. He went up stairs, and was 
quickly followed by Officers Dowling, Henen- 
kamp, and Marsch, who had heard the shots 


from the street. Colcord’s room was in the 
south wing of the notel on the third floor. The 
door was tried and found to be locked. 
A dead silence reiened, and it was at 


followed tne Doctor, not to Yankton but to Chica- once surmised that a tragedy hau occurred, 


The officers used their united efforts, and burst 
the door open, when a sight was revealed to 
them that was calculated to send a thrill of 
horror through their veins. Near the centre of 
the room on the floor lay the dead body of a 
woman, the eyes having a horrible stare, and 
the features distorted with pain. A tiny stream 
of blood was flowing from her side and saturat- 
ing the carpet ail around her. She was laying 
on her left side, with her head to the south and 
her feet toward the door. ‘lhere were no evi- 
deuces of a struggle, and her death was proba- 
bly almost instantaneous. 

About three feet to the east was the body of 
Coleord. He was lying on nis back with asmall 
bullet-hole in his right tempie, from which the 
blood and brains were oozing in a stream. The 
revolver, small six-shooter, with which the 
horrible doüble tragedy was committed. was lu- 
ing ou the floor between his legs. Around the 
wound in the tem ple was a bluish circle, where 
the vowder had burned into the flesh. His 
eves were closed, and his arms were spread out 
at full leugth. His death must have been ip- 
stantaneous, as there were no evidences of pain 
on his features or of a death-struggle. 

On the table stood a pint flask two-thirds full 
of whisky, which told the story of the affair. 

The dead woman was Mrs. Lillie Smithfield, 
of Bloomfie¢id, III., where she has a home and 
husband, though several years ago sbe was the 
mistress of Colcord, and had come to St. Louis 
to remain with bim a while. 

The general opinion was that the deed was 
committed by Colcord waile under a temporary 
fit of insanity, caused by liquor; that he coolly 
shot bis mistress, and then, lying down on the 
floor, sent a bullet through his own brain. The 
hotel propri@tor thought it was a case of jeal- 
busy on the’ part of Colcord, who coolly resolved 
— the murder of his mistress aud his own sui- 
cide. 

‘The following verses, evidently written b 
Colcord himself just before his desperate deed, 
were found in an album belopging to the 
woman: 


When I am gone who then can take my plate’ 
Can 2 of pleasure or of pain my memory ef- 
ace?’ 
I deem it not that this could ever be. 
For living, dying, dead, I belong alone to thee.

In the land of the biest, 

Removed from unrest, 
I will welcome a guest to my heart evermore;

Greenville, Bond County, III., by Whom be had 
three beautiful children.

A DOUBLE TRAGEDY. 
Dispatch to New York Herald. 
UnaDIiLia, N. I., Aug. 13.—Thié quaint little 
town was thrown intothe greatest excitement 
about 10 o’clock on last Thursday night by the 
announcement that Marshal Grannis had taken 
the lite of his wife and then killed himself. It 
appears that Marsh Grannis, as he is called, has 
for some time been separated from his wife, 


discharged from the employ of the Delaware & 
Hudson Canal Company’s Railroad on account 
of drunkenness, aud since that he has been 
icading a life of debauchery. On Thursday he 
appeared at Onconta in a drunken state 
and flourished a pistol which he threat 
ened to use on several persous whom he 
met. He arrivedvat Unadilla about 8 o'clock on 
Thursday evening, and going to a neighboring 
iun wrote a letter to his wife asking her to meet 
him at the merchant store of C. D. Fellows & 
Son at 10 o’clock. The wife reached the place 
of appointment shortly after the time men- 
tioned, and had been there but a few moments 
when her husband arrived. The first thing 
Grannis did was to pick up his 3-year-old boy, 
who was seated upon a flour-barrel, and after 
repeatedly kissing him placed nim back again 
upon the barrel, and without a word of warn- 
ug pulled a six-barrel, and, aiming it at his 
wite, fired. The ball entered the unfortunate 
womau's head just above the eve. Sue fell to 
the floor and immediately expired. 

Maj. C. D. Fellows Was the onlv person pres- 
ent who witnessed the tragedy. He was taken at 
surprise by the explosion of the pistol, and see- 
ing Mrs. Grannis fall, he made an attempt to 
capture Grannis, but the ruffian cocked his re- 
volver and began to fire upon the Major, who, 
to save his life, fled from. the store. After 3 
short time the Major returned and lound Gran- 
nis lying dead on the floor, with his arm over 
his dead wife’s body and blood flowing from a 
pistol-shot in the temple. Over the prostrate 
bodies of his parents hung the little boy, crying 
for his mamma to get up. Without making 
avy alarm, Maj. Fellows had the bodies removed 
to the band-room, above the store, where they 
remained until Sunday, when they were buried. 

The Coroner, Mr. Lansing Reynolds, an im- 
becile old man, arrived on Friday to hold an in- 
2 but Maj. Fellows and the Supervisor of 
the town, Solomon G. Cone, refused to permit 
him to see the bodies or to hold an inquest. 
The Coroner retired, and the murdered wife 
atid the suicide were buried without an inquest 
or proper record being made of their decease. 
Supervisor Cone, one of the most respected 
townsmen of the county, says Coroner Revnolds 
came to Unadilia in a beastly drunken condi- 
tion, and that he refused to permit the inquest 
to be held, as he knew it would only be an 
occasion for a drunken orgie for the vili«gers. 

Grannis and his wife had only been 
a lew weeks. For many years Gragnis bore the 
reputation of a drunken, worthless fellow. In 
18723 he was keeper of the County Jail at 
Cooperstown. Four children are left orpbans 
by this terrible tragedy. One of them is now 
confined in the House of Refuge at Oueonta.

The Board of Deicgates of the American 
Israelites is a large and influential body, repre- 
senting as it does the wealth and intelligence 
of a quarter million Israelites in the United 
States, The purposes of the organization are 
manifold, embracing education and good brotb- 
erhood among the Jews everywhere and of 
every name and phase of belief. The members 
of the Board and congregations and benevelent 
associations which they represent contribute 
liberally toward the intellectual, moral, and so- 
cial improvement and amelioration of their 
brethren aud co-religionists in less favored 
lands. They are represented iu the Allianve 
Israelite Universelle, whose headquarters are in 
Paris, and which numbers among its members 
the leading Jews of Great Britain and the Con- 
tivent of Europe. The Board of Delegates of 
American Israelites meet annualiyand cousider 
the condition of their brethren abroad, and 


make appropriations for the mainte- 
nance of schools, teachers, minis- 
ters. synagogues, etc., abroad. The 


recent events which have taken place in the 
East foretokened to American Jews opportuui- 
ties for aiding their fellow men which should 
not be overlooked ; but that European Israviites 
might be partakers in such holy work, the / 
ance Israe’ite Universelle was requested to calla 
general conference of Israelites from everv land 
to meet in Paris in August. The Conferente 
began its dcliberations on Mondav last. It is 
regarded as the largest and most important 
gathering of Israclites that this century has 
produced, though it be. in order, the thirteenth 
grand assembly of the Alliance. All svyna- 
gogucs, schools, societies, and constituted Jew- 
ish bodies throughout the world will have a 
voice in the Conference by their representatives. 
It will undoubtedly not only command the re- 
spect. of the outside world, but speaks also with 
authoritative voice to Israelites evervwhere. 


Germany, Austria, Italy, France, England, 
Holland and America will be repre- 
sented by some of their ablest 


statesmen, bankers, and merchants, who are 
Jews. The questionsto be considered are few, 
namely: The development uf the A/liance 
dsraelite Universelle, the means to be employed 
to extend the action of Israelites in favor of 
their coreligionists; education, amelioration of 
Easteru Jews and those in Northern Atrica by 
professional work, and agricuiture, and statis- 
tics of the race. It is reinarkabie that there is 
no authentic record of the Jewish race in exist- 
ence. The people that once were so particular 
in this regard that they could trace their gene- 
alogies back for centuries and kept records $0 
regular that not even a jet or tittle was mis- 
placed, are now as ignorant of themselves as 
the rest of us are. The historical archives have 
been scattered as far as the people themselves. 
They are to be gathered into some central vlace 
and preserved. The restoration of ruined and 
abandoned temples in old European lands aud 
the promotion of toleration throughout the 
world will receive consideration also. 

The Alliance has very wisely excluded from 
its list of topics all questions of a doctrinal 
character. The admission of euch topics at this 
time, when Judaism in Europe and America 
seems to be in a state of transformation, would 
result in discord and disunity, whereas the 
tendency everywhere to-day, amoung Jews and 
Christians alike, is toward greater unity, if not 
uviformity. Tuis omission vf doctrinal topics 
is, however, regretted by some American Jewish 
writers and preachers, who believe tuat this 
matter will demand consideration and adjudica- 
tion ere long. But they think that the longer 
it is put off the barder it will be to settle. ‘Lhe 
independence and disintegration of Jewish con- 
gregations in many countries will in a few vears 
materially increase the obstacles to be over- 


come. 

The Conference will declare in language that 
cannot be misunderstood that the Israelites of 
Europe aud America demand for their brethren 
stull oppressed the rights to which they are en- 
titled and will recognize their reciprocal obliga- 
tions to the land of their birth or adoption. 
The Jews of Russia, for example, if admitted to 
full citizenship. are to qualify themseives by 
conformity to the educational and social tests 
oftheir countrv, without yielding in devotion to 
their own religious customs. Wherever Jews 
and Christians are equal beiore the law the ob- 
ligations of citizenship are paramount, and the 
Hebrews are willing to accept the burden with 
the benefit. 

In Russia, for instance, the 3,000,000 of Jews 
resident there are compelled by law to reside in 
certain provinces aud parts of citics. They 
shouid, and probably will hereafter, have the 
same right as others to goat will where they 
please and live aud carry on business as they in- 
dividually may think best. 

The extension of the educational system of 
the Alliance, which implies secuiar tramiug in 
acvordauce with the times, the preparation of 
children ior their future obligations as citizens, 
is a subject of great importance. Awmcrican 
Israelites will heartily co-operate. 

How far a policy of organized emigration may 
be iustituted and maintained is a question to be 
submitted to the Conference. It is understood 
that an interesting paper on this subject will be 
submitted by one of the representatives of the 
Board of Delegates of American Israelites. 
The attention of the Coufetence will be partidu— 
larly directed to the condition of the Jewish 
residents of the Danubian prin~ipalitics, and of 
Russia, “Morocco, and Persia, the best means 
for securing industrial and educational adyan- 
tages for the Jews of Jerusalem, and the adap- 
tion Of plans for the promotion of Hebrew eau- 
cation generally. Attempts have already been 
made to convene a body of this kind, notably 
jn regard to Roumanian affairs, at Brussels and 
at Paris in former „ars; but this year 
the Synod partakes of a grander, broad- 
er, sublimer character. It is to weld together 
national Jews of all climes. Important as tins 
Synod is and will become, much of its work will 
be advisory rather than legislative. But the 
eminent deputies present trom Europe, Asia, 
and America will find their views and sympa- 
thies unconsciously expand by a few days’ inter- 
change of ideas, while the papers submitted to 
the Synod willbstimulate thought and promote 
vigorous action. 

lt was needed, says the J/ew'sh Messenger, a 
Synod of this kind, to inculcate the principle, so 
necessary to be recognized to-dav, that Judaism 
is higher than synagogism. In too many lands 
bas Judaism unconsciously assumed the prerog- 
atives of the dominaut Church, with its party 
lines of orthodoxy and heresy. In too many 
sypagogues have pinafore preachers, scarcely 
graduated from their schvol-primer, instilled a 
Judaism shorn of allits strength, its majesty, 
and its national grandeur.’ Action is needed, 
imperative action, which shail thrill our race as 
it has never betore been thrilled. Direct and 


simultaneous missionary and educational 
efforts among the Israelites of all 
lands, which shall uplift them from the 


slough of ignorauce and teach them refinement, 
as well as Judaism, is the ultimate aim of tlie 
Alliance Israelite, and tbe Paris Syuod will 
piedge itself to this national work.

THE SHAKERS. 
“THE PERSONAL REIGN OF GOD RESTORED.” 
Now Yor’ Jiunes. 

That very singular body of persons commonly 
known as Shakerse-tbeir proper name is the 
United Society of Believers in Christ's Second 
Appearing—is said to have materially increased 
ence 1870, and to number now nearly 12,000. 
This is remarkable, inasmuch as, be.teving dnd 
rigidly adhering to celibacy, they can recruit 
their ranks only by externa! accretion. They 
have eignteen separate setiiements (the sect 1s 
entirely condned tothe United States), of which 
there are two in Mame, two in New Hampshire, 
‘our in Massachusetts, one zu Connecticut, three 
zu this State, four in Ohio, and twom Keatucky. 
They vow believe the Kingdom of Heaven has 
deen established, that Christ has come upon 
earth a second time tu the form of Mother Ann 
(Ann Lee, an Englishwoman, born in Mau- 
chester, Was the sounder of the sect, having 
emigrated thence with as small band of disci- 
ples shortly before the Revoiutiwovary War); 
aca that the personal reign of God has been 
restored. Thev believe also that che new 
d:speusation has begun, that Adam's sin has 
been atoned: that man has been delivered from 
all errors except bis own, that the curse has 
been removed from labor; and that the th 
and ail it contains shai! be redeemed. This 
would seem to be acomfortable sort of

iar mind there is no death, what appears to be 
death being merely a change of form, a trans- 
figuracdion, which does nut conceal them from 
the purified eyes of the saints. Thev look for 
vo resurrection; nor have they avy faith in 
Heaven beyond what they call “living in un- 
ion,” which is their present state of existence. 
Upon entering into union, they think that they 
leave behind ail earthly relationship and inter- 
ests, just as if they had been separated from 
these by death. Those who have ** passed out 
of sicht,“ as they phrase it, are still in union; 
aud the Shakers have perfect faith that they 
dwell in daily communion with spirits of 
the departed. Indeed, they profess to be more 
familiar with the dead than with the living. 
Labor is, in their eyes, more than noble, —it is 
sacred,—a sacerdotal function, especially when 
employed upon the soll in adding to its abun- 
dance and beauty. Consistently wita their faith 
in the secood appearance of Christ in the form 
of a woman, they believe there is a feminine as 
well as a masculine essence in the Godhead, a 
motherbood not jess than fatherhood of Deity, 
which would seem to be asort of compromise 
with the Roman Catholic doctrine. The Society 
is mainly increased by girls aud voung meu; 
but married couples likewise join it, becoming 
then as brothers apd sisters. They are alniost 
invariably noted for virtue, corscientiousness, 
health, prosperity, and contentment. They are 
the sole people on this Continent, if not ou the 
face of the globe, who for more than seventy 
vears have lived together harmoniously on the 
fundamental! principle of community of property.

THEOLOGY VS. MUSIC, 
JUDGE M’ALLISTER’S RECENT DECISION CRITI- 
CISED. 

“The immortal compositions of Handel, 
Havdu, Beethoven, and Mozart alone nave 
done more toward inspiring pure and lofty re- 
ligious emotions in the human heart than all 
the utterances of dogmatic theology since the 
eldest of those masters was born.’’—McAllister. 
J., in People vs. Pottgieser, Criminal Court of 
Cook County. 

Were tuis dictum, obiter indeed, not so akin to 
blasphemy it might pass as the crudity ofa 
mind great in one department of human 
knowledge, but, its proper fields being torsaken, 
flouudering in the vain attempt to compare the 
achievements of an art, pleasiug it is true, to the 
effects of a science profound as it is noble. 

By what pew wire is the state of the human 
heart teiegraphed to the mind of the learned 
Judge! In what report does he find “ all the 
utterances of dogmatic theology since the 
eldest of those masters was born“! 

By what meter does he measure the coni- 
parative effects of music and theology! 

During the rendition of the most sublime 
composition of any of these music-writers, what 
two listeners are led by the sounds produced to 
the same train of thought! 

Theology, through its doctors, teaches, and 
those who listen to its utterances, unless they 
are themselves physically or mentally imperfect, 
must dwell on the thoughts expounded by the 
orator. 

Hereafter. when a full Bench is to be address- 
ed, instead of the utterances of the advocate. 
instead of words of argument ** conveying sense 
from soul to soul,”’ let us listen to the inspiring 
strains of Mozart and Has du, and, the epilogue 
being warbled, await the “pure and loitv”’ 
opinion to which the Court may come. Abolish 
the pulpit; send thej{ministers to learu melody, 
aud harmony, aud the concord of sweet sounds; 
turn our theological institutes into conserva- 
tories of music; let the organist, the pianist, 
the violinist hereafter serve the altar, tor lo! 
these many days music has done more for 
religion than ali the utterances of dogmatic 


theology, O wondrous discovery! For 
vears, for centuries, the world and 
Heaven itself have been blind to the 


interests of religion. The moralists of Greece 
and Rome, Socrates, Cato, and their followers, 
were oblivious to the powers of the Orpbeiau 
lyre. The Teacher is misquoted; His words 
were misunderstood; a new light has burst 
upon the world, and we now read. Go forth 
unco all the nations playing unto them the 
numbers of Hande! and Beethoven.“ 

Admirable goddess, Music, come forth. Too 
long nave the religious feclivogs of mankind lain 
dormant: come, the Judges, the wise ones of 
the land, doth call on you to assume the place 
among men erst held by dogmatic theology, 
which an Aquin designated the Queen of Sct- 
,ences. Ti not a century since, in a country 
as civilized as r own, reason was enthroned 
on the altars of God; now let music, a lesser 
light than reason, supplant theology. 

But.“ says the Judge, the poet of Nature 
and the poet of Puritanism evinced the most 
exquisite appreciation of music.“ ‘* There- 
fore.“ we are left to conclude, music is more 
heavenly than theology. 

Anacreon and Sapoho, who were in their way 
poets as great as Sbakspeare and Milton ia 
theirs, burned, if we are to judge bv their 
poetry, with the most exquisite appreciation of 
amours aud bacchanalian revels, whose pleas- 
ures to intensilvy music was called in and came. 
So that music like other pleasing things may be 
turned to evil as to higher uses. The music to 
whose inspiring strains au armv rushes to the 
midst of carnage and death would fai! nearly 
lifeless were it not forthe words and sentiments 
of virtue aod of patriotism with which its notes 
are associatedin the minds of the soldiers. 
Lecky enusbrines Handel among the master in- 
tellects of the world, placing him but little be- 
low Raphael and Phidias, as the Judge informs 
us; thus his oon authority. Lecky, gives the 
pre-eminence to painting and sculpture over the 
sacred musicof its acknowledged master; so 
that according tothe Judge’s logic music holds 
but the third place among these three of the 
fine arts, aud dogmatic theology must look to 
see her glory eciipsed, and her utility surpassed 
not only by music. but in a still greater degree 
by sculpture and painting. 

We are not unwilling to pay the homage of 
our admiration to the genius of these masters, 
the Judge’s calendar saints, nor to the art 
which they have adorned and elevated, no more 
than to recognize the refining influences of the 
study of letters and of the other fine arts. 

But we must not suodstitute admiration of 
works of art for the awe inspired by the truths 
of religion, taugat by its handmaiden, theotogy ; 
while it is allowable to delight in the pleasures 
of music we may not silently accede to their 
supplanting the great prindiples of religious 
doctrine. Music is a motion imparted to air or 
other vibratory bodies and communicated tothe 
mind through the organ of hearing. As man is 
delighted by the taste of pleasant viands, 
luscious fruits, and rich wines; as his eye dwells 
with satisfaction on the prospeets of beauty 
that the earth aud the heavens disclose, and 
which the painter aimost transports to his can- 
vas; as his smell is excited and charmed with 
the freshnegg of morning, scented with the 
sweets that a thousand species of shrub 
and flower yield to the gale; as his 
touch with tevder dalliance lingers on 
smooth surfaces and silky substances, 
so is he delighted by the strains of music. All 
these are good, but only imperfect goods. in- 
deed, the lower animals enjoy them not only in 
common with man, Dut come of them even in a 
stronger measure, for their organs of sense are 
far more acute than those of man, and conse- 
quently the sensations produced in them by 
meaus of these senses, whether of pain or pleas- 
ure, are intensified. 

Man can never appreciate the raptures that 
thrill the beating breast of the lark as, high 
above the worid, it pours forth its melodious 
notes and drinks in its own creations. But 
could not a mind devoted for a litetime to the 
investigation of law imagine a highe: senti- 
ment thau the emotions less lively than brutes 
and birds may feel, which music. no matter of 
how high an order, produces in the soul of man? 
it is true Milton savs that music might create a 
soul within the ribs of death, and that it crew 
so sweet that the listeners were all ear to drink 
in its sounds. 

But such excessively figurative language or 
its cognate ideas, while, perhaps, allowable in 
»Comus,““ is at least unworthy of the dignity 
of the bench. But Milton never asserted that 
the science of sciences was less beneficent th 
mau in his highest interests than music. Musée 
is not even a spiritual pleasure, for we canon 
jmagine music Without matter and the force a 
qualities of such matter. Poets and figurative 
writers p@int Heaven as a glittering elysium 
where ranks on ranks of spirits with celestial! 
psaitery awaken immortal echoes, and pour 
their poesy and song around the Eternal!s 
throne. None but children imagine these things 
to picture the reality. Music is hela by all te 
be a beauteous thing. now an adjunct of good, 
and now of evil. With what propriety can it 
be declared by such a person (a Judge). from 
such a piace (tne tribunal of justice), to such 
au auditory (a Christian commonwealth), that 
this refined luxury is troductive of higher seu- 
timents of religion thau the teachings of the 
science of God? 

Keligious emotions are those awakened in the 
human soul by a thankful contemplation of 
god's power, who from nothing made us: of 
God’s love, who died for us; of God’s good- 
ness, Who preserves us: of the beauty of God, 
whose image ts the order of the universe, whose 
justice is the rule of worlds; whose greatness 
we figure by the ocean, the storth, the lofty 
moauntaip, and the cadence of a million sbheres; 
an@whom we can detine ouly bv denying that 
there is in Him a want of perfection—tbe intinite. 

Dogmatic theology is the science which treats 
of the nature. atcnbutes. and exceliencies of 
God, that are settied truths among men. It 
matters not agaist their üxeducss that they 
are assailed and denied. They are and wilt re- 
main forever true, to these men turn for light 
in their perplexity; for relief in adversity; on 
them are based the present consolation and the 


future hope of man. The ideas of justice, of

As aman among his fellows, bis mind and 
its processes are his own; indeed, we could ex- 
cuse in a measure a public expression of feelings, 
heightened, it may be, by the phenomenal in- 
strumental abilities of a member of his own 
family, did this expression come in another 
time and place, but surel¥ none can fail to con- 
dein this assertion. that On its face is absurdly 
faise, to reprobate this prostitution of the judi- 
(tal position to the enuueiation of doctrines at 
variance with the religwus feelirgs of a great 
part of the community? Verogatory to God in 
the science which treats Of Him, and hitherto ex- 
pressed ouly by men not afraid to stand before 
the world undisguised voluptuaries.

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BIOGRAPHICAL, 
THE LATE REV. J. V. WATSON, OF THIS CITY. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Prrrsnund, Aug. 14.—Few, if any, of the old- 
time readers of Tun TRIBUNE, of the Methodist 
faith, can have forgotten the Rev. J. V. Watson, 
who, about a quarter of a century ago, edited 
the .\orthwestern Christian Advocate in Chicago. 
Your correspondent met with au old Chicagoan 
a few days ago, who was surcharged with remi- 
niscences of that distinguished divine, who had 
few equals and no superiors as a chaste, elo- 
quent, effective pulpit orator. 

Mr. Watson was born in England, but accom- 
panied his parents to this country when he was 
alad of about 12 years. The family was poor, 
and young Watson was geft pretty much to his 
own resources to acquitg an education, but he 
iuherited a vigorous intellect from his mother 
and pluck from his father, which comprised his 
stock in trade when he landed upon the shores 
of the New World. He attempted several busi- 
ness enterprises, but jailedin all of them. He 
was physically weak and could not discharge the 
exacting duties of a secular career. Fiualiy, 
after a short courseof study, he drifted into the 
miuistry of the M. E. Church, and was placed 
ou a circuit in Southeru Indiana, making Madi- 
son his headquarters. He was now about 20 
years of age and had reached, he often said in 
alter life, the acme of bis ambition. He was 
young, talented, cloquest, the idol of the rustic 
congregations to whom ae broke the bread of 
lite. 

Indiana, at that early day, contained many 
The Rev. 
Whitten, Methodist, whose awful descriptions 
of bell baunt the writer of these reminiscences 
to this day; Wolf, Campbetlit®; Trimble, of the 
same denomination, who was koown as the 
weeping parson; Heury 8. Burne; Ned Me- 
(gauchey, who ran for Governor against Joseph 
A. Wrieht, and died at Cuagres while en route 
to California; Ned Hanneg m. who subsequent- 
iv served two terms as United states Senator, 
was Minister Picnipotentiary to Berlin, and 
ended his career by murdering his brother. in- 


law att Covington; Ashbel P. Willard, 
afterwa Governor, whose remains 
repose in a neglected grave 
at New Albany, but none of these were so 


potent before the people as the vouthful Wat- 
son, who, away down at Madison on the Ohio 
River, grappled with original sin, and won a 
reputation for eloquence and power which has 
survived the generation that beard him. 

After traveling the Madison circuit for about 
two years, Mr. Watson drifteato the South- 
west, and roamed as an itinerary for several 
years through the wilds of Missouri and Ar- 
kansas. But the duties were too exacting for 
his frail constitution; consumption seized upon 
him, and be was compelled to dissolve his itin- 
erary relation with the Church. He was soon 
afterward appointed to the position of editor of 
the Northwestern Christ an Advocate at Chicago. 
where he did the best and mest effective work 
of bis lite. His stvie as a writer was sinculariy 
clear and graphic. Some of his articles written 
at that time are splendid examples of terse and 
lucid English. 

Your correspondent heard Mr. Watson preach 
at Attica, Ind., twoor three years before the 
late Civil War. It was during the session of 
the District Conterence. Bishop Ames presided. 
Mr. Watson introduced his sermon with the 
characteristic remark: I have, in consequence 
of ill-health, been obliged to compile a few 
notes to assist my memory; but I shall throw 
fire into the notes or the notes into the fire’’’ 
He was then standing on tae very brink of the 
grave; the always fatal disease which he had 
contracted in the Southwestero wilderness had 
almost done its perfect work: and he returved 
to Chicago to die in the midst of his iamily. 
The sermon was a wonderful effort. John New- 
land Maffitt, in the heiht of his fame, never 
stirred an audience more profoundly. His coal- 
black eyes, which were unusually large and 
brilliant, shone with superustural splendor; his 
thin, white face seemed to reflect the radiance 
of Heaven; his voice, at rst Weak and uncer- 
tain, grew steady, loud, sud sonorous as he 
warmed to his work, and fitted the house like 
the peal of atrumpet. When he had finished be 
fell exhausted into a chair apd was carried to a 
private house, where he remained in a critical 
state for several hours. 

Mr. Watson was a man of medium heigut. 
slender. but well proportioned; his hair aud 
eyes were superiatively biack; his face was thin 
and pale almost to snowy whiteness, but was re- 
markably expressive of the operations of his 
mind; he dressed plainly, dut with exquisite 
taste, usuallv wearing a long cloak over a well- 
fitting suit of broadcloth; his accentuation was 
perfect. In speaking he brought every muscle 
into play, making liberal use of bis arms, and 
bending and twisting his body into all manner 
of shapes to emphasize the glowing words that 
fell from His lips. 

A year or two before his death Mr. Watson 
related to your correspondent an incident that 
occurred while he was stationed at Madison, 
which, he said, gave him more agony of spirit 
than any other event of his life. A flathoat 
landed at Madison from Pittsburg, having on 
board a familv consistine of husband, wife, and 
an only son about 20 years of age. Thev were 
Euglish people, and all of them were avowed 
infidels. In a day or two the young man took 
sick. and. as is generally the case with infidels 
when they feel they are about to dic, he express- 
ed a desire tosee aclergyman. Mr. Watson 
was sent for. He hadataik withthe young 
man, and succeeded in overcoming his objec- 
Promising to return next 
day, Mr. Watson took his leave. Next morning 
the disease took a turn for the worse. The suf- 
ferer repeatedly called tor Mr. Watson, but was 
answered that he was not there. At noou 
he died, almost his last words being, 
‘Has the minister come?“ Mr. Watson 
had failed to keep his promise to the 
dying man. He had gone to fill an appointment, 
letting it slip his memory altogether. He said 
the voung man died penitent; but nevertheless 
he would not forgive himself for the awful con- 
sequences waich might have resulted from his 
jaiiure to keep his word. He never broke his 
promise again. 

The M. E. Churen has developed many great 
and useful men. Of these the Rev. J. V. Wat- 
son was one of the mest conspicuous. He 
sleeps in the beautiful cemetery at Chicago.

‘* Nearly all their attempts to evangelize Mor- 
movism have been failures. What they have 
gained has been by slow, persevering work at 
the foundations—thbe education of children.“ 

The State Church of Sweden is offering less 
and less opposition to the spread of dissenting 
denominations. The Baptists have a strong 
foothold in the Kingdom, andthe Methodists 
are rapidly increasing. The latter bave dedi- 
cated four chapels in the Stockholm District in 
the past year. and are building three more. The 
preaching services bave generally a large attend- 
ance. . 

Dr. Edwin E. Hatfield has issued in advance 
of the publication of the minutes of the Pres- 
byterian General Assembly {ne statistics of the 
Church for 1878. They show thirty-seven Synods, 
178 Presbyteries, 636 candidates, 331 licentiates, 


4.907 ministers, 229 installations, 201 pastoriai 
dissolutions, 5,269 churches, 277 members 
added on examination, 21,683 members added 


by certificate, 567,755 communicants, 599 
members of Sunday-schools. Since 1874, the 
18TH, SORE: ISTH.

Bishop Gregg. the Bishop of the Reformed 
Episcopal Church in Engiand, has received an 
address trom residents of Cevion, asking in sub- 
stance tor the forming of a branclwof the Church 
in that island. Among the siguers of the ad- 
dress are members of the military and 
civil service. It will be remembered that 
much dissension bas been caused in Ceylon by 
the measures of the recently-appointed Bishop, 
Ur. Coplestoue, who is an extreme Ritualist. 


The American Baptists have a theological 
seminary in India. It is located at Kamapatam, 
and is called the Brownson Theological Semi- 
nary. The native assistants of the Teloogoo 
Missiof receive their training in it. The tirst 
clags, consisting of seventeen men and four 
women, Was graduated this year. The women 
are wives of some of the graduates, and have 
made as good a record in their studies as anv of 
the men. All the graduates are said to have 
passed good examinations. 


The English revisers of the Old Testament 
have closed their fifty-second session, The first 
revision of the minor prophets was completed, 
and the revision of Esther was contined as far 
as the end of Chap. 2. The company, since 
their first meeting on the 30th of June, 1870, 


have sat for 400 days, working six hours each ° 


day, and thus have revised the whole of the Old 
Testament for the first time, with the exception 
ot part of Esther, Job, Proverbs, Ecclesiastes, 
Solpmon's Song, and Daniel. They have also 
bedh a second time through the Pentateuch. 


Excavations within the rails of St. Paul's 
church-yard, London, have led to the discovery 
of the ioundation of the cloister aud chapter- 
house of the old Cathedral, the marble carvings 
of the foirteenth century being in excellent 
preservation. The site is an historical one, for 
in the chapter-house which rose over these 
foundations, was the meeping-place of the Con- 
vouation of the clergy tilP’Woolsey transferred 
their sessions to Westminster, and even after 
that time the Convocations of Elizabeth assem- 
bied there, in the first instance to choose their 
prolocutor. 


The Episcopal Vicar of Winchcombe, En- 
gland, on a recent occasion buried two children

The Rey. W. J. David, a graduate of Crozer 
Theological Seminary, has returned from a brief 
visit to England for health to his field of mis- 
sl labor in Lagos Yoruba. On his way he

vis Liberia, and speaks very encouragingly 
of tle progress of the colored Baptist Churches. 
He states that without any help from the United 
States nine Baptist meeting-houses have been 
recently commenced or completed in Liberia. 
Tut Baptist Sunday-school in Monrovia, under 
W. A. Johnson as Superintendent, was very 
flourishing, and $1,800 had been expended upon 
the meeting-uouse, and the Caurch was without 
debt. under the pastoral care of the Rev. Mr. 
Worrell. 


At Nice a curious question has arisen between 
the Jesuits and the municipal authorities, in 
whicd a cousiderable sum of money is involved. 
Au American lady, a convert to Roman Cathol- 
iciam, left $60,000 to the church of Father 
Lavigne on condition that she should be buried 
within the precincts of the edifice. The munic- 
ipal authorities opposed such a step as being 
against the health regulatious, but the ecclesi- 
astical legatees thought to get over the difficui- 
ty by burying the heart only in the church. The 
family, however, will not permit the body to be 
cut. This is the present state of the problem. 
which ig causing great perturbation in the minds 
of the Jesuits. 


The Baptist Weekly says that a Methodist 
church in New York City advertised that its 
pulpit would be occupied by a preacher of 
„ Marked peculiarities.’’ To get an audience to 
bear a converted Jew in Brooklyn, it was an- 
nounced that the Doctor will sing some cel 
ebrated hymns in Hebrew and English.” In 
the same city a sermou was preached ou Be- 
fore and Behind,” and in New York a society 
proclaimed that a ** cornet’? would be a fcature 
ot their worship in ruture. Our exchange con- 
cludes: “ Verily, some Christian people have 
very little faith in the attractive power of the 
cross. and it is no wonder that half empty 
churches show so often that results are accord- 
ing to their iaith.”’ 


At the anniversary of the Free and Oven 
Cuurch Association, held in St. Paul's, London, 
onthe 15th of July, the preacher was Bishop 
Doane, of the Protestant Episcopal Diocese of 
Albany. Inthe course of the sermon he said 
that it was inconceivable that men should as- 
sign places in the house of God for money value 
to avy human being, not only for use, but 
abuse, not only for accommodation, but exclu- 
sign. He condemned the pew-rent system, as 
also a method they had in America of building 
churches on the stockbrokers’ system, by which 
every contributor of $500 was assigned a certain 
number of seats. This system, he contended, 
deserved the condemnatiou inflicted on the 
me@ney-changers in the Temple. 


Here is another straw on the creed question 
which shows how the wind blows: The Glas- 
gow Presbytery of the Established Church of 
Scotland has presented an overture to the Gen- 
eral Assembly to the effect that the requirement 
made of the native preachers in India that they 
Shall subscribe to the standards of the Church 
of Scotland is a hindrance to the establishing 
of a native church in India, and the Presbytery 
asks that the General Assembly will order the 
preparation of a simple evangelical creed which 
Sutil be adapted to the uses of missionaries and 
their native cnurches. The General Assembly 
has directed the Committee on Foreign Mis- 
siqus to take the subject in hand and report 
next year after conference with other Presbyte- 
rian bodies. 


Bishop Smith, of Kentucky, who is also the 
Presiding Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, resides permanently at Hoboken. At 
the last session of his Diocesan Convention be 
asked for a continuance of permission to reside 
out of the diocese, on the ground that the ac- 
cumulating duties of the Primus require that 
the Presidiug Bishop reside at one of the great 
centres. Bishop Smith expressed the opinion 
that the provincial system should be adopted. 
‘The Convention regretted that they were not 
allle to grant the Bishop’s request on the ground 
on which be placed it. It was creating a new 
order of things, to which the Diocese of Ken- 
tucky was not prepared to accede. The Con- 
vention, however, permitted the Bishop to re- 
sie out of the diocese on the ground on which 
ne originally placed it—that of increasing age 
aod infirmities. 


Dr. Schaff, speaking of the revision of the 
Bibie, sums up some of the important points as 
follows: 

1. The translation will be made from a greatly 
improved text. Since our present version was 
made several hundred manuaecripts of the Greek 
Téstament have been discovered and compared, 
chief among which are the Vatican and Sinaitic.

Inex- 
aét trapelations, many instances of which are 
found in our Bible, will be corrected. 4. Words 
which are obsolete, if they have a meaning that ts 
nét understood, and words which are still used, 
though with achanged signfication, —suchb as pre- 
vent and let,—will not be retained. 5. The new 
Bibie wilt have a different arrangement from the 
old one. The prose portion will be printed in 
paragrapbs, as the sense shall require, and the 
poctical portions will be printed in the form of 
poetry. according to the laws of Hebrew parallel 
am. The arrangewent of chapter and verse may 
bé retained on the margin.

THE STAGE. 


THE DRAMA. 
ONLY A DROP. 

Let not our theatrical friends and neighbors 
who drop around to Tbe Drum,” dally by The 
Dizzy,” or smile at The Snanty,”’ take alarm; 
this is not a temperance lecture. Neither has it 
any reference to that venerable Old Bailey in- 
stitution which has been characterized as a drop 
too much. The drop to which we invite atten- 
tion is that which it is the highest ambition of 
the tyro to get behind, and the greatest pleas- 
ure of the veteran actor to be called before. 

It is not necessary to enter into a disquisition 
on the antiquity of drops. What arrange- 
ments the Athenians had for marking the di- 
visions of their scenes; whether the 
priestly players who iu Chaucer's days acted 
‘*Herode on a scaffold hie“ were during the 
intervals concealed from the gaping multitude; 
or whether the galiants who smoked their pipes 
and trimmed their love-locks upon the stage in 
the ante-Shakspearean days were hidden from 
the public gaze between the acts, would be 
almost as difficult now to determine as what 
song the sirens sang, or who struck Billy Pat- 
terson. From contemporaneous prints and al- 
lusions in old plays, we know that the curtains 
of the Blackfriars, the Globe, on the Bankside, 
the Cockpit, or Phenix, in Drury Lane, ete., 
were not drops,“ but actual draperies of 
some lively color suspended upon rods, and 
drawn aside after the manner of the Punch-and- 
Judy shows of to-day. Ide Curtain“ was a 
favorite theatre in Shoreditch, and had for its 
outward and visible sign a curtain striped bung 
over the door, similar to those which may be 
seen in modern taverns. It was at the period 
of the Restoration that elegant accessories to the 
stage were first brought to perfection, and in 
the directions prefixed to many of Dryden’s 
plays we find elaborate descriptions of the 
necessary sccnery, aithough the most gorgeous 
surroundings were lavished upon the Court 
Masques of Ben Jonsou and other Court poets. 
Inigo Jones, Christopher Wren, and men 
of similar note, arranged these, and the 
brushes of the first artists of the day were 
employed in depicting the scenes for these 
masques and dramas. With such attention to 
the scenery itis certain that so important an 
adjunct as the curtain was not neglected, al- 
though bistory has beea silent on the subject. 

The impatient reader will perceive how easily 
this exordium permits the writer to drop, as it 
were, upon the act-drops of modern days, and 
especially to introduce ri real object of the 


present article—the past agd present curtains of 
Chicago. It has been a prolific season for drops 
in this city, aud, with the solitary exception of 
the New Chicago, not a single place of 
amusement reopens without uurolling a new 
canvas. That there was plenty of room for re- 
form, all theatre-goers who paid any attention 
to the subject will admit, for it must be con- 
fessed that our former curtains were fearfully 
and wondertully made. 

The old act-drops might be divided into the 
allegorical, the anserical, the conventional, aud 
the hybrid. Of the first order that brilliant ema- 
nation from the brain of him who built 
„Our Boarding House“ was a rare K- 
em plar. Len Grover created, and Wallis 
perpetrated, the woudrous apotheosis of 
incinerated Chicago which adorned = the 
prosceuium of the Adelphi. Here were seen 
specimens of the debris of the fire, consisting of 
a few rocks, a crooked gas-pipe, a cog-wheel at- 
tachment toa steam-elevator, a kitchen-stove, 
and the Fidelity Bank safe ina condition of 
peculiar unsoundness. On the right, Volk, 
the sculptor, was caimly taking a sight at the 
New Jerusalem, which was being condensed in 
the upper regions of a reeky atmosphere, while 
a brawny Hope, leaning gracefully upon the best 
bower-anchor of a four-masted lake schooner, 
and standing on the heated superfices of a 
patent base-buroer, was pointing proudly 
to the castle in the air. Outlined 
Cupids, minus pantaloons, were busty 
employed in satisfying the wants of the re- 
cumbent sufferers with plums, pears, pine-ap- 
ples, and other necessaries of life, from gor- 
geous fruit-dishes, while a solitary mechanic in 
a swallowtail coat and a candy-maker’s square 
paper cap, was proceeding with square and 
level to rebuild the city. 

It was at Hooley’s that the second order of 
subject was fully developed. A flight of steps 
leading up to nowhere, partially concealed by 
handsome curtains dependent from noth- 
ing, introduced the eye to a calm 
distance of sky-blue lake aud Pollard poplar 
trees, with the Rocky Mountain range, adorned 
with Italian villas, in the distance. On these 
steps. in a most uncomfortable position, was 
— a lady, who was occupied apparently in 
eading a tame goose to water. The way in 
which that lady’s garments were hung on was a 
marvel. One movement, and all would have come 
down, after the manner of Keats’ Madeline 
** rustling to the races. For propriety’s sake 
and the morality of the management it was 
lucky that goose never moulted a feather, or 
that maiden shrugged a shoulder, else a branch 
of the Exposition Fine Arts Committee on the 
Durham casts would have been called in to de- 
termine the line between high art and Adamic 
simplicity. The goose and the maiden have 
gone, the theatre has—well, never mind; and 
the country is saved. 

The old curtain at McVicker’s was of the com- 

posite order,—the base of a ruined column, a 
maguifled chessboard of tessellated pavement, 
an opaque lake, a purple mountain, a Parts- 
green prairie, and three or four worn-out 
broom-corn dust disturbers doing duty for 
trees. It has gone from our gaze, and we are 
happy. 
The Coliseum had perhaps the most artistic 
curtain before the alteration of the place,—a 
simple mountain landscape with a ruined chalet, 
copied from one of Rowbotham’s water-color 
chromos. It was nicely done, correct in draw- 
ing, and vot meretricionsin color. What the 
new one will be is yet inthe future. Menard 
Lewis has not yet put bis brush to the canvas. 

And now it is time to turn to the novelties 
unrolled for the coming season. At Hooley’s 
the goose maiden has given way to an accurate 
view of the locality reudered famous by the sad 
disaster which proved so fatal to the cerebral 
development of the historical water-carrier: 
but through some idiosyncrasy in the artist the 
pump at which Jack filled bis pail is placed at 
the bottom instead of the top of the hill, which 
renders an alteration in the epic poem neceés- 
sary, and we must read Jack and Gill went 
down the bill” instead of up. li ow the catastrophe 
could be carried out in this way, and the loving 
couple roll up the hill, we leave to the critica to 
discover. At any rate, we have the hill, the 
pump, the residence, and all the picturesque 
surroundings, with Jack in a sadiy demoralized 
condition at the base, and Gill preparing to 
tumble at a convenient point to introduce ar- 
tistically a dash of vermillion, which was requi- 
site to give tone to the picture. 

At McVicker’s, the new curtain, by Malmsha, 
is quiet in toue and picturesque in subject, be- 
ing a view of St. Goar on the Rhine. It is in- 
closed in a neat frame, and more resembles 
the landscape to be found in the parior of a 
connoisseur than the drop of a theatre. In color, 
atmospheric perspective, and general handling, 
it is a meritorious piece of work, which may be 
looked at without disturbing the eye by any- 
thing outre in color or defective in drawing. 

Haverly’s new curtain, by Strong, is more 
pretentious in design, but has evident marks of 
hurry in its handling—and tbat everlast- 
ing gondola is again introduced. Lai 
Corinthian columns in the foreground, 
but slightly concealed by Indian ted 
drapery, give hight to the design, which con- 
sists of a lake receding to some mountains in 
the distance, and having a couple of stone pines 
in the foreground. The design is pretty, the 
drawing correct, but the color is crude 
and wanting in complementary harmony. 
In justice to Mr. Strong, it should 
be stated that he was in no wise responsible for 
the bad taste displaved by the fresco men, whose 
work has come as near killing the effect of the 
artist's picture as any enemy of said artist could 
have wished. ˖ 

More interest will be taken in the unraveling 
of the act-drop atthe Academy of Music than 
of any other in the city this season, as it is the 
work of the celebrated Matt Morgan, who holds 
lu this country as a scenic artist the same posi- 
tion as Gueve, Talbin, Clarkson Stanficid, and 
one or two others baved gained in England. It 
is a splendid work, very elaborate in design, 
perfect in drawing, full of exquisite detail, and 
gorgeous in color. The subject of this curtain 
is partly decorative, and partly historical. The 
arch of the proscenium opening is filled by a 
bright-red drapery. bordered with ermine, open 
in the centre, and revealing the arms 
of Illinois and the monogram of the pro- 
prietor, Mr. Wiiliam B. Clapp. From the spring 
of the arch falls in heavy, flattenell folds to the 
base a curtain of white satm. On either Side 
are large 3 Moorish vases filled wit h 
exotics of rare auty. in the centre of the 

curtain is a medallion ing a historical pict- 
ure, “The Origin of the Drama.” Thespis is 
seen in bis cart with bestained face haranguing 
agroup of Grecian ä —— while the oten 
rest in the shafts. be composition partakes 
1 the Bacchus and Ariadne of Tur- 
ner. It & striking picture, and as a true 
work of art should be a useful lessov in color 
* composition to all who visit tne theatre.

Mr. Morgan is also painting several scenes for 
the theatre, and those we have seen are ver 
beautiful. One, an interior of the Frenc 
school, will be bighlv appreciated by our deco- 
rators and furnishers, while the water-color 
artist may learu much from a delicious bit of 
open country aud a bosky wood with its sunny 
glade and ripe purple shadows. Mr. Morgan, 
who has an interest in a pottery at Philadelphia, 
has also brought with him a collection of richly- 
ornamented plates which will high!v delight our 
fair ones who may be fortunate enough to get a 
glimpse of them. 

Tbus, ever foremost in enterprise, the theatre 
managers of Chicago have done their utinost to 
secure for us ngt ouly the best of dramatic tal- 
ent, but a rich art treat in the pauses oi the com- 
ing entertainments.

The gross of green spectacles are 
missing, and Moses is heard only in connection 
with hie — Horace, and his still more favor- 
ed Polly Flamborough, Ephraim Jenkinson ap- 
pears, ina somewhat altered aspect, under the 
nume of Leigh, and the great scene in the prison 
is attovether omitted. Beginning atthe time when 
the visits of the gallant See to the Vicarage are 
becoming suggestive, the play ends with the return 
of the heroine, after her eyes have been sadly 
#pened to her lover's perfidy, aud the welcome 
L. ven her under her father’s roof-tree. Naturally. 
the chief interest in the drama centres upon 
Olivia, and, apart from that character, the burden 
of the action is borne by the worthy Dr. Primrose, 
the heartiess 7ZhornAili, and the brusque Burchel/. 
These three personages were last nicht in the hands 
of Mr. Fisher, Mr. C. A. Stevenson, and Mr. Ed- 
win Price, respectively. Miss Davenport's Olivia, 
however, was not only the centre of interest last 
evening, but it was the reason of the presentation 
of the piece. In appearance she realized the proud 
and handsome daughterof the Vicar sufficientiy 
well to satisfy the most imaginative reader of the 
book, as might have been expected. And in de- 
picting the character of the misled girl, in all its 
many phases, she was eminently.successful. 


MUSIC. 
MR. LIEBLING’S CHOPIN RECITAL. 

An extremely interesting piano recital was 
the one devoted to Chopin’s music, given by Mr. 
Liebling last Tuesday evening, before Mr. Ma- 
thews’ Normal class at Evanston. It opened with 
the F Minor Concerto, op. 21.—4 work held by 
many (and itis said by Cnopin himself) as the 
most elevated and fortunate inspiration of that 
poetic composer. It is of the Larghetto in this 
Concerto that Liszt writes: “The accessory 
designs are in his best manner, while the princi- 
pal phrase is of an admirable breadth. It 
alternates with a Recitative, which assumes a 
minor key, and which seems to be an Antistro- 
phe. The whole of this piece is of a perfection 
almost ideal; its expression now radiant with 
light, now fuil of tender pathos. It seems as if 
one had chosen a happy vale of Tempe, a mag- 
nificent landscape flooded with summer glow 
and lustre, as a background for the rebearsal of 
some dire scene of mortal anguish.”’ The tech- 
nical difficulty of this Concerto, no less than 
the romahtic and highly imaginative character 
of it, make it a task for a viano-player of the 
first order. Itis very much to Mr. Liebling’s 
credit, therefore, that on this occasion he played 
it with all-apparent ease and mastery, as well as 
with such a genuine poetic insight as to absorb 
the attention and sympathy of his audience 


to a degree extremely rare in piano recitals. 
It is not nece to go into the details of

technical merit, though delicacy and taste 
with which the little cadenzas, or ornamental 


should be. The same masterly technique an 

2 understanding of Chopin were apparent 
thfoughout the evening, though in points of in- 
tetpretation different hearers will, of course, 
have different opinions.

BEST OF ALL VIEWS 
of Paris overhead is that obtainable from the 
lantern in the dome of the Pantheon. The 
structure is the highest, of itself, in the city, 
and besides it stands on the most elevated 
ground. It makes a deal of difference where a 
lofty building happens to be erected. If the 
great Pyramid were down in the Comstock 
mine the landscape to be seen from its apex 
would not be very imposing. 

The ascent of tne Pantheon is easy, because 
the stairway is varied and there are interesting 
halting-places all the way up. Its 450 steps are 
not so dragging on the muscies as the lesser 
number in Tower St. Jacques. Women climb 
clear to the lanteru without much grumbling. 

There is everything in out-of-door Paris to be 
seen from here. The Luxembourg Palace and 
garden looks like Swiss toy-work. Over to the 
north are avenues so far away that you cannot 
say for certain if there be people or carriages 
upon them, though you know they are teaming 
with life. You are so high that you can look 
right down on the tops of the Notre Dame tow- 
ers, and on every tower. dome, ana spire in 
Paris. There are convent gardens and great 
walled prison-yards into which you can Jeisure- 
ly gaze; ead enough immurements for the in- 
mates of either. but what a gulf between them! 

Miles away the city or girdle of forts is seen. 
What a piace this must have been to witness 
the bombardments and sorties in the red days 
of "71! Below and around are lovely parks, 
bright, green patches of pature, relicving the 
dull gray and red of the omnipresent buildings. 
The scene is a never-wearving one, and the oniy 
things the growler can find to practice at are the 
Wwindow-panes of the lantern scratched by the 
diamond rings of putty-headed visitors. Aay- 
body bas a right to scribble himself down 
an ass, but it is maddening to have it done where 
it helps biur so superb a scene as this. 

THERE ARE OTH®R EXCELLENT PLACES 
for looking down on Paris, and the lover of this 
sort of recreation can have no end of dlamber- 
ing. I have gone up and down over 3,000 steps 
this way. There are specialties to each view, 
the scenes from the top of Notre Dame, Col- 
umn Vendome, the Trocadero Towers, and the 
Column of July being the best. 

The latter shaft, as all know, marks the site 
of the Bastile,and under it sleep certain revolu- 
tiovary Victims who happened to be killed one 
July. I naveu't my nose in a cuide-book and 
cannot say who they were. or what particular 
July saw their earthly goose cooked. But the 
scene is better than history, and vastly more 
peaceful; though one evening from the top of 
the Column I saw the sun go down in a bath of 
bicod as fiery as ever flowed around this fatal 
square. 

“WHO IS THIS MENIER.”’ 

A large and distinguished assemblage was gath- 
ered out evening last week at the princely home 
of M. Meuier.

He 
was a natural Republican and a naturally suc- 
cessfulman. He wished money and was not 
ashamed to earn it. He went into trade, mar- 
ried bumbly and happily, and bas made money 
bonestiy faster than any man that ever lived in 
Paris. 

Menier’s chocolatefis known in everv quarter 
of the globe. He has erected and furnished in 
the Parc Monceau the handsomest and most 
artistic private homein France, if notin the 
world. Millions of dollars have gone into it, 
and whole tables of Sevres; paintings oy Gerome, 
Schneider, Fortuny, aud Zamacois; Gobelia 
tapestries and other priceless art dainties are 
among its adornments. He is a Republican 
member of the Corps Legisiatif, not by dint of 
cash but of brains. He is sought for by the 
prudential counseilors of the nation when grave 
questions are at issue, and has on the other 
hand wit and nerve enough to crusa in open de 
bate such a courageous bully as Paul de Cas 
sagnac. 

In the starving days of the German siege M. 
Menier gave generous daily ratious of chocolate 
to ail the poor in his district, and the recipients 
were told they were welcome to eat or sell it, 
as they pleased, and come to-morrow for more. 

He is a facile writer, quick debater, and un- 
compromising free-trader. A lover of and 
favorite with all Americans, be nevertheless 
rates them soundly on the protection absurdity 
at every opportunity, and shows them that 
theirs will not be a land of liberty until its 
commerce is as free as its press. 

The best men and womenof Europe, titled 
and untitled. know and admire bim. and are 
glad to throug to his interesting soirees. It is 
only some flabby-brained darling from America 
that is solicitous lest his antecedents may not 
be good enough for her. His grandfather was a 
nobleman; her’s may have been a Bostun bean-

The poetic fire is kindled in the minds of the 
many, but except with the few it burns low and 
fitfully; or dies young m a thin bed of pale 
ashes which never more ea be illumined. 
Evervbody who admires pretty¥ Verses is more 
or less of a poet, and anybody who writes 
verses is a poet, either good, bad, or indiffer- 
evt,—generally bad or ivdifferent. 

In a technical sense all people who compose 
verses are poets. The idea! or theoretical sense 
is different. When it comes to that, one finds 
it as bard to pick out 28 poet in all the broad 
land of America as to deine what poetry is, and 
why one piece of verse is eutitled to be called a 
poem, and why another should be consigned to 
the ignominy of balderdash. 

But this article is not intended as a general 
criticism on poets; hence there is no occasion 
for stirring upthe animals. Only one shade or 
degree of poet will be considered just at this 
time.—the lowest in the scale, the scum, the 
commupard. 

A LITERARY COMMUNIST! 

The apostle Kearney isin a mild way a prac- 
ticai teacher, for he has the hardihood to incor- 
porate in his speeches the most eloquent pas- 
sages that be can find in the published orations 
of other meso. He is vot only a preacher of 
Communtsm, but he rigidly practices what he 
preaches.

THE ESKIMO. 


Their Homes, Costame, Arms, Etc. 
Nature. 

Let us examine the more immediate environ- 
ment of the Eskimo—their house. It ts com- 
posed of a hillock of turfed earth, of square 
form, recalling somewhat our military fortifica- 
tions. It is eutered by a iow door giving access 
to a narrow and very low passage, in which the 
Greenlander bimself, notwithstanding his 
small size, is forced to bend down. The 
single apartment to which this passage 
gives access, and the floor of which 
lower than the surrounding ground. 
is Vertilated by an orifice in the upper part. It 
is lighted by two ovenings on each side of the 
door and hermetically closed by strips sewn to- 
gether of a sort of goidbeater’s skin made of the 
intestines of the seal. Tbis kind of immovabie 
glazing sifts intothe apartment a sufficient licht. 
but appears from without eltogether opaque.

Tue furniture consists of a sort of camp bed. 


which occupies the entire half of the apartment, 
provided with sealskins, and on which the whole 
family pass the night, after having taken off 
their day costume and put on another more 
ample dress. On the ground a stone basin, said 
“to be of serpentine, the form of which resem- 
bles a fish, is filled with seal oll, in which are 
steeved several wicks. The flame which rises 
from this vessel cives a sufficient light, ana 
maintains the confined space at @ high tempera- 
ture. The cotton wicks come from Den 

as also the chemical matches which the Green- 
landers constantly use to light their briar-root 
pipes, which, with their tobacco, their alcohol, 
and their coffee, are sent them each year by the 
Danes. 

Their costume is made almost entirely of seal- 
skin. It consists, in the case of the men, of a 
shirt (Danish), above which is placed a woolen 
vest. The pantaloons are of hairy seaiskin; 
the boots, unaer the pantaloons, of seaiskin 
leather. (Gloves of fur, armed. when necessary, 
with bear’s claws. bine spectacles—against the 
wind and the reflection irom the snow—com- 
plete the accoutrement. The costume of the 
women is not wanting in elegance. The hair is 
raised a la Ninot on the top of the head. and 
bound into a sort. of vertical chignon, tied by a 
colored knot. Awell-fitting blouse of European 
material, trimmed with fur, is provided with a 
hood, in which the mother carries. when neces- 
sary. her latest born, as the oppssum does ber 
young. The woman wears very tight breeches 
of sealskin and high boots reaching above the 
knees: red. embroidered with yellow, after 
marriage; white, em with green, 
amoog unmarried girls. 

Their arms consist of bows with which they 
shoot arrows pointed with bone or iron and sim- 
larly made harpoons, which they throw from 
the hand. When the harpoon is to be thrown 
into the water it is attached toa cord 
at the other end with au inflated seai-biadder 
which acts asa buoy and prevents the loss of 
the wounded animal, which would run away 
into deep water with the harpoon. Their

TRIP ro THE BROULE RIVER. 
Arrangements have been perfected whereby a 
: ‘party of pine, ladies and gentlemen, will leave 
Chicago next Tuesday for a month's recreation 
in the wildest and most inaccessible country in 
the centre of our Continent; a district in which, 
it 1s said, the face of a white woman has never 
deen seen. The party will consist of Mayor and 
Mrs. Monroe Heath, Miss Helen Heath, Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert Clark, Mr. and Mrs. John Stockton, 


Miss Nellie Gardner of this city, and Mr. Will 


"Allen, of Boston. The point of destivation will 
be Boot Lake. and perhaps the source of the 
Brule River, whicn is the boundary line between 
Wisconsin and the Michigan “Peninsula.” Io 
show the audacious undertaking of the ladies, 
i will verhaps be necessary to present 
@ brief description ef the country and 
the difficulties of reaching it, as there are very 
few people in this vicinity who are even familiar 
witb the location of the vast expanse of liter- 
ally trackiess forests which are embraced in the 
Brule region, or the district of the great Hu- 
rovian mines (iron). The party will proceed by 
rail to Menominee; thence by a mining rail- 
road to Bad Water, where a party of eight lu- 
dians are engageu as voyageurs, guides, cook, 
etc... Somewhere in this vicinity, the party, 
ladtes included, will be forced to induigein a 
walk of twelve miles tu reach another point, 
where they will embark in canoes, aud proceed 
up the Brule River ior 150 or 200 miles to a point 
in the neighborhood of 300 miles from Menomi- 
pee. Upon the Government Surveyor’s map, 
the Brule figures couspicuously, and at 
frequent intervals are marked ‘ Falls—twen- 
ty feet,” or ‘fifteen feet,” eleven 
feet, etc., showing that many portages wall 
have to be made. with the baggage, cauvas, etc., 
borne around the inaccessible places in the 
river upon the backs of the Indians. About 
1,000 pounds of baceage is to be transported 
with the party for the comfort of the ladies, 
consisting of provisions, tents, Mackinaw 
biankets, and clothing, besides hunting outtits 
and fishing tackle, for all the Chicago gentle- 
men are noted Nimrods and anglers, tney having 
been regular visitors to this aud the Sturgeon 
Bay country together for a number of years. 
‘The forests along the route sre mostly com- 
posed of pine, very thickly studded, and a great 
fire having at some time swept through the 
district, covering buudreds of square piles, the 
ground is so strewn with fallen trech and eu- 
tangled debris that it is utterly impossible 
to get a domestic beast of burden through, 
and in many places it is next to impossible for 
an Indian to proceed on foot. Even Indian 
are comparatively unknown. A more 
desolete country it would be hard to imagine. 
But a long way up the Brule, the country ovens 
becomes more tenable, and here is said to 
be the sportsman's paradise. Thousands and 
thousands of deer flock upon the hills, so un- 
used to danger that they afford an easy prey to 
skillful marksmen; myriads of trout, bass, and 
salmon inhabit the streams and small Jakes, 
while wolves, bears, foxes, lynx, and other 
ts ol a more sanguinary nature approach 
even to the tent opening of the adventurous ex- 
plorer. experiences of the ladies will no 
doubt be exciting, the exhilarating effects will 
probably last them for a liictime, and the 
health of the weaker ones of the company re- 
ceive a lasting benefit. There is no mail com- 
munication in this region short of Bad Water, a 
distance of over 150 miles, and this journey will 
have to be performed by the letter-carrier with 
a canoe. 4

New York, Aug. 15.—Midsummer fashions 
for children show two extremes, —one very 
plain. yet wondertully comfortable and, besides, 
pretty; the other ornate and elaborate to the 
iast degree, and showing features that charac- 
terize the toilets of older people. The shilling 
musiins and the incredibly cheap calicoes and 


cambrics have, with the addition of some un- 


the most comfortable and decomm of dresses. 
The form these dresses generally take is tnat of 
the pleated robe with yoke and broad collar. 
Another very pretty and popular style shows 
the Princess front with the waist in the back 
cut off short in sacque shape, and # pleated skirt 
supplied. Another pleasing design ts made 
with a deep yoke to which is attached the skirt. 
This consists of s large centre-pieat with small 
tingle pleats on each side. The yoke is outlined 
with narrow, fluted ruffies and * broad sasb of 
the dress materia: is similarly trimmed The 
bottom of this little dress is usually anished Dy 
two or three rows of brand or some other nat 
garniture, put on plain. When the style of this 
dress is varied by having the skirt gathered u- 
stead of pleated, the foot of it is set off wun 
wauy narrow rutlies. A very pretty model 
shows the half-fitting Princess projonged to the 
hips.

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From this it will appear that there are ten 
Deputies in the Sheriff’s office proper who are 
receiving $2,000 a vear, and ten Deputies in the 
Criminal Court, ten in the Circuit, six in the 
Superior, one in the Probate, two in the County, 
and one in the Appellate Court who are receiv- 
ing $100 per month. There are also in the Sher- 
ies office one execution clerk and one one 
summons clerk, who each receive $100 per 
month. Of the attaches of the jail one receives 
$200 per month, one $125, one $100, and four 
$70. 

The pay-roll of the Clerks in the Probate 
Court for April, 1878, shows that there are two 
clérks Who are receiving $165.66 per month, two 
who receive $100 per month, and six who re- 
ceive 890 per month. 

If the pay-rolis of the Treasurer’s office, 
County Clerk’s office, County Commissioners, 
the Poor-House, Insane Asvlum, and South 
Park Commissioners (for they area public de- 
partment of the Government) could be copied 
and printed, and the cost of advertising the 
delinquent list of taxes, together with the fees 
of the County TTeasurer, be presented, the peo- 
ple would, I think, be ready to begin anew the 
work of reform in this county. 

The compensation of professional men of all 
classes and kinds has shrunk almost to noth- 
ing, and the only men who to-day are receiving 
first-class pay are the Judges, Sheriffs, Deputies, 
clerks of gourts, and clerks of the public de- 
partments in this county. 

From my experience and observation, no Dep- 
uty Sheriff snogld receive more than $1,000 a 
year, and the average clerk the same. It is no 
wonder that business languishes, for all of our 
earnings are consumed by taxes, and to main- 
tain hosts of tax-eaters at exurbitant prices. 

But this is not all. Under the rulings of our 
courts the Constitution seems to be construed 
into an luetrument of oppression, and the peo- 
ple are being bound hand anc foot. A short 
time ago the clerks and Deputy Sheriffs made 
up a case, apd went before Judge Moore, and 
submitted the question to him as to whether 
they were officers within the meaning of the 
Constitution, so that they could, when their 
salaries bad once been fixed, prevent the same 
from being changed. Judge Wallace put forth 
a V lackadaisical’ effort, and the Court decided, 
substantially, that all clerks, Deputies, oflice- 
boys, janitors, and serubs were officers. ‘This 
detision has been regarded bv the profession 
perteet iy ridiculous, snd a sort of ‘*sop”’ to the 
boys, and is in my judgment a perfect travesty 
on the Constitution.

REAL ESTATE. 


A Summer Week in Real Estate—Inquiries 
from Savings Investors and Large Capitai- 
ists Building Less Active--Permits of the 
Week—Loans and Sales. 

The condition of real estate during the past 
week has been no better or worse than would be 
expected at this time of the year. There is 
nowadays «.coptinual, though not beavy, de- 
mand for lots from parties who have small sums 
to invest. Some of these prefer Government 
ponds, and some real estate, according to their 
theories of the best way to invest money. 
There is great deal of idle capi- 
tai that is always on the alert to 
secure bargains. The prominent real es- 
‘ate dealers generally have severai such affairs 
oc their hands, Dut no important one has come 
to a head the past week. Building cannot be 
described as active, and the question is raised 
whether, for the present, the suppiy of houses 
and stores is not equal to the demand. Build- 
ing bas becn prosecuted with great energy in 
Chicago for the past seven years, and if there is 
a pause now it will be naturai enough. 

THE LOAN MaRKET. 

In the real estate joan market there was little 
done the past week. There were few new 
loans. Renewals were the main feature, but 
these were scarce, borrowers baving made ar- 
rangements to pay out and relicve their prop- 
erty of the incumbrances. A low rate of inter- 
est is the rule in the case of renewais. The 
market is steady at 7 per cent, with but little 
prospect of arise. The fact is, borrowers are 
paying up rather better than capitalists expect- 
ea or than they desire. They are troubled to 
know what to do with the money that is coming 
into their hands. Payments are far ahead of 
new loans.

G. Bartlett, a Boston man, whose mother lives 
in an elegant residence, 44 East Springtieid 
street, went to Chicago and engaged rooms at 
a lodging-bouse kept by a woman whose 
maiden name was Miss Martha Thomp- 
son, but who at the time of his ad. 
vent was Mrs. Martha Kemp. Besides 
keeping a lodging- house. Mrs. Kemp was 
also the proprietor of a laundry, and did a 
fourishing business. Bartlett roomed with hig 
cousin, Edward Leavitt, remaining there a year, 
In the meantime he was taken sick, and 80 
grateful was be for the unremitting attention 
paid to bun by Mrs. Kemp, according to the 
story of tne woman herseif, that he made 
a proposal of marriage to her. This 
proposition was treated lightly by Mrs. 
Kemp; but Bartlett was persistent in hig 
suit, so much 60,that he manifested unmistaka- 
bie symptoms of jealousy at any conversation 
between Mrs. Kemp and her cousin, 80 strong 
were Bartlett's asseverations of loyalty that the 
object of his affection at last yielded to his im- 
portunities. she telling bim that, if he w 
get „ marriage-certificate, she would eli 
to him so loug as they both did live. 
The result of the cooference w that 
Bartlett got the marriage-license, the f 
was summoned, and the nuptials were cele 
brated. Mrs. Kemp will, therefore, hereafter 
be Known ip these annals as Mrs. Bartlett, for 
the marriage-certificate which she exhibits 10 
made out ip due form, and is properly attested, 
It is dated Chicago, March 26, 1873, and pears 
the signature of the officiating clergyman, the 
Rev. William C. Trevan, the witnesses to the 
ceremony being Mrs. Ruth J. Trevau, Mias 
Amanda C. Barr, and Miss Sallie Russell. 

From March 26, 1873, up to August, 1873,¢ 
period of about two and a half years,—Mr. and 
Mrs. Bartlett, according to the latter's state- 
ment, lived peacefully and happily together, 
son, now dead, having been born.

Up to this time it should be remarked that 
none of Bartictt’s relatives knew of bis mar- 
riage, as he had never divulged the fact to 
and. as a matter of course, the brother 
him the meaning and signification of the ad 
dress on the valise. Bartlett evasively an- 
swered that the person alluded to was 6. 
widow of his uaiutance. The brothers 
then started for Boston via Chicago. 2 
latter place Bartlett left his broth the 
and took up his abode with his wif€ for two or 
three days, and then, in company with his rela- 
tives, went to Boston. On arriving here it seems 
that he must have disclosed the fact of bis mar. 
riage to his relatives, but not before he bad 
written some twenty or thirty letters to bis 
wife in Chicago, all of them making protests 
tions of his great affection for ber, and intimat- 
ing that he fully intended to return to Chicago 
and live witb her. 

Sbortly after informing his relatives that be 
was married, Bartlett returned to Chicago, and” 
endeavored, with the assistance of the deter- 
tives, to obtain a divorce from his wile on the 
ground of adultery, he alleging that she had 
never been legally divorced from ber h 
Mr. Kemp, at the time of their marriage, 
also aflirming that by the laws of Illinois this” 
marriage was null and void, because the statutes 
of that State prohibited the intermarriage of 
colored and white persons. The following ex- 
tract from a Chicago paper was published at the 
time: 

An amusing case was on trial yesterday aftet- 
noon before Judge Moore, though the details will 
not bear publication. The complainant was Au- 
gustus G. Bartlett, who brought suit to 
void his marriage with Hattie Kemp, alias 
Bartlett. He is an intelligent-looking man, 
tween 30 and 33 years of age, while 
as black as the ace of spades. It 
that she attended him when he was sick 
some three or four years ago and he, married her 
in March, 1873, ont of compassion, or as 4 Very 
poor return for her kindness. They lived togetber 
for some time, but, according to his story, be left 
her in May, 1874, and has not since hved with ber. 
He now charges her with gross infidelity 
marriage- vows, and she retorts with a similar acca- 
sa ion. Judge Moore, however, without deciding 
who had borne the loose reputation, dismissed the 
bill on the ground tnat he had never been 
Prior to July, 1874, the law was, that all marriages 
between a white verson and a negro orm 
were absolutely void, and heavy penalties were 
pronounced against such persons marrying sod 
against the person solemnizing any 
marriage. The marriage having been consum- 
mated in 1873, and the parties having, accord- 
ing to Bartlett's statement, c to live te 
gether before July 1, 1874, they are not 
at all and never have been. Mrs. Bartlett or Hat 
tie Kemp. however! damps her soi-disant dus. 
band’s happiness by swearing that he lived with 
her subsequent to July, 1874. This raised the 
question whether he, by acknowledging her as bis 
wife, has enabled her to claim the reiationship un- 
‘der the rules of common law. The poor man, 
therefore, is left with a most threatening and per- 
tentous cloud on his title to himself. and anxious. 
ly wants to know whether he is a married man of 
not. * 

After the fiasco Bartlett came to Boston again 
about the Ist of December, 1877, since which 
time his wife has heard nothing from him. ab 
though she has made the most diligent searen 
for him. Failing in this, she wrote to Boston 
to ascertain his social status and the names 
of his relatives. thinking they might throw 
some light on the subject, and in answer to 1 
inquiries, she received a letter informing het 
that ber busband was the son of Theodore 
lett, deceased, who left the real estate

Not less than $25,000 in all has been 
to any party or parties who would give 
foformation such as wouid lead to the appre- 
hension and punishment of the perpetrators of 
theact. There certainly could pot have been a 
jess number than three or four men engaged in 
the affair of the murder, and it is morally im, 
possible thet it could have deen planned and 
executed without the knowledge and perhaps 
*gunivance of others. 
; THE SCENE OF THE MURDER 
is located in the midst of one of the most im- 
counties in Ireland, where the peas- 
entry have been ground into the very dust by 
isndiord rule and oppression, and where life is 
g continued struggle with biting povertv and 
want.

This is a specimen of 
the administration of justice in Ireland, witb- 
out eXcggreration, without coloring, and ad- 
mitting of the ampleat proofs from the revords. 

Nobody knows, as vet, whetner Leitrim was 
killed by his tenantry or not. ‘lhev may be as 
innocent of the act, and of all knowledge of it.

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“The Uncollected City Levies for 
1873 and 1874. 


Courses Now Open to the Delin- 
quent Taxpayers. 


Comparative Merits of Appeals, Writs of 
5 Error, and Paying Up. 


Readers of Tne Trisune have doubtless | 


geen that, last week, judgment was given in the 
County Court against all real estate delinquent 
for the city taxes of 1873 and 1874. The sale of 
that property, where the taxes have not been 
paid since the day of judgment, * will begin 
some time during this month. 

As this long controversy draws to a close, it 
may not be without interest for the property- 
owners involved to know what courses yet re- 
main open for them to pursue, and what the 
probable result wiil be in case they choose to 
adopt any one of them. In the first place, 
however. it may not be unadvisable to briefly 

RESTATE THIS CONFLICT, 
and give the present status of affairs. 

The city taxes of 1873 and 1874 were attempt- 
ed to be collected under what is known as Bill 
800, by virtue of which the city extended its 
taxes on ite own valuation, and tried to collect 
them through its own collector, instead of 
through the machinery of the revenue law. Of 
the taxes on real estate for i873, the city did 
- gollect all but $453,265. Of those for 1874, it 
collected all but $1,159,086. Since Jan. | there 
bas been collected $16,000 for 1873 and $36.000 
for 1874. Those amounts not collected were 
contested in the County Court. Judge Wallace 
declined to give judgment for the city, and the 
Supreme Court sustained him, declaring Bill 
800 unconstitutional and void. 

At the last session of the Legislature a bill 
was passed for the relevy of these tares on 
what was held to be the only valid assessment 
—the one made for State and county purposes. 
This was done last December. When-it came 
to the extension of these taxes, some curious 
results ensued. The vroportion of personal to 
real property in the city assessment was much 
smaller than in the town assessment. In one it 
was about one-sixth of the whole; in the other, 
from one-third to one-quarter. The result was 
that personal property was called on to pay 
more, and real estate less, under the town 
than under the city assessment. Thus for 
the two years, on the city assessment, real 
estate was called on to pay about $9,387,000, 
and onthe town assessment only 87.881, 000. 
Those persons who were delinquent in their taxes 
to the tune of $1,600,000 on the city assessment 
were therefore called on last December to pay 
only about $1,i400,000. When the matter went 
into the County Court on an application for 
judgment against this property, the constitu- 
tionality of the law was fought, but was sus- 
tained by Judge Loomis. He, bowever, held 
that the amount of some of the items in the ap- 
propriation bills for 1873 and 1874 was in excess 
of law. By an act passed in 1871 cities were em- 
powered to levy a tax of one mill for sewerage 
and one mill for water purposes. By Bill 300 
this provision was repealed, and cities were 
empowered to levy and collect whatever amounts 
the Council saw fit. So in 1875, a tax of 2.24 
mills was levied for sewerage purposes, and 1.28 
for the extension of water-mains. In 1874 a 
sewerage tax of 2.04 mills was levied. The 
Court held that Bill 300 being absolutely void. 
the city was restricted in 1873 and 1874 to a one- 
mili tax for sewerage and for water. So, of 
course, in 1873, 1.24 mills for sewerage and. 28 
of a mill for water had to be stricken out. Ip- 
deed, the amount cut out was somewhat larger 
than that, because the one-mül tax had to be 
extended on the town valuation, which was 
$70,000,000 less than the city valuation. Again. 
there were certain items for deficiencies 
in both of these years. in one case 
there was an appropriation of 870.000 for 
a deficiency in gas. All these items were held 
to be illegal, the Court being of opivion that 
the city had no power to contract a debt, which 
a deficiency implied. Various items for the 
payment of interest on the floating indebt d- 
mess were also stricken out. The result was 
that the amount which each delinquent tax- 

payer was called on to put up was lexsened for 

1873 by 16 per cent and for 1874 by 14 per cent.

As 
to the first point.—the payment of the judg- 
ment,—the decision. if based on Wisconsin 
cases, must ultimately be that the ordinances 
levying the taxes in 1873 and 18574 were 
legal, and the percentages embraced 
in those ordinances were the only 
ones that could be levied, and that 
the payment of the larger amount now demand- 
ed would be a satisfaction of the lesser claim, 
which might legally be demanded for the levy 
of the percentages named in the ordinances. 

Deducting the illegal items would make some- 

thing less than three and one-half miliions in 

each year, instead of six millions, as claimed 
under the present levy. Payment, then, at this 
time, of the amount claimed. wil! probabl) 
operate as a complete satisfaction of the claim 
for the city taxes of IS73 and 1874, and !cave 
the land clear. 

APPEALS. 


The second point is as to appeals tothe Su- 
preme or the Appeliate Court. In cases wher 
appeals have been taken by cities and public 
authorities from the judgment of the County 
Court for taxes, since the Appellate Court act 
took effect. the Supreme Court has held that 
the appeal must go to the Appellate Court. In 
case the property-owner takes an appeal, inas- 
much as the judgment is a judgment against 
the land, and there isan order of sale of the 
freehold to satisfy the judgment. the same rea- 
sou which in 1845 justified appeals in cases 
where the amount in issue was less than 320 
would now require the appeal to be 
taken to the Supreme Court, because 
the cases involve a trechold, and the Appellate 
Court would have no jus i- dt ton. So far 
the Appeilate Court is concereed, there wil: 
doubtless be an attempt to appeal to that Cour: 
without the deposit of the money, and an appli- 
cation to that Court for a matfdamus to compel 
the allowance of the appeal. As the mandamus 
cannot be awarded till October, if the jadgment 

been executed before that time the man- 
damus will have no retrospective operation and 
produce no benefits that could not have deen 
obtained by a writ of error. If the 
appeal goes tothe Supreme Court the mouey 
must be deposited, and Judge Loomis deter- 
mines that it must be deposited if the appea! 
foes io the Appellate Court. These difficulties 
can oniv be solved by trial.

“If the city purchases the land, it is doubt- 
ful, under the present laws, whether any valid 
Geed can be issued to the city. The practice 
has been to issue deeds, however. In any 
event, if the city is the purchaser, or the land 
is forfeited to the State, there is no question 
that a reversal of the judgment would clear the 
tithe and vacate the sale or the 
forfeiture. If the land w sold to a 
third person for money, there is a question 
whether the reversal of the judgment would 

vacate the tax-sale. In the case of a sale at an 
ordinsry execution, unless the party to the suit 
is a purchaser, the suit is vacated by a reversal 
of the judgment. in tax proceedings courts 
are not inclined to beliberal towards purchasers 
exacting a penalty; and, inasmuch as the sale 
is a penal sale, it has been questioned by some 
— iters whether the courts would not take an 
itable view, and discharge tne penalty in 

e the judgment should be reversed. Any 

mber of persons interested in the land 
can unite in a writ of error for the reversal of 
the judgment. This was decided in 1849. Re- 
cently some of the new Judges, who are un- 
familiar with the practice of the Court, have 
written opinions, holding that they could not 
so unite, and dismissing writs of error where a 
number of persons bave so joined. But on pe- 
tition for rehearing, the cases have been rein- 
stated, and the old rule acted upon. it is im- 
~ossible to conjecture how many persons wil! 
go up by writ of error. or how much property 
they represent. Undoubtediy a dozen or more 
cases will be carried up representing over haifa 
million dollars of taxes, and 100 or more per- 
sons. During the prosecution of their writ of 


cloud cast by the claim. If it has been sold toa 
bona-fide purchaser. the claim for penalties will 
accumulate; if sold tothe city, or forfeited to 
the State, the interest allowed by law will run 
against it. if the judgment is confirmed, the 
land will be subject tothe rights of the pur- 
chaser: and, if it is reversed, it will be on the 
ground that the act is unconstitutional, or that, 
by reason of the method of exec At 
ing it, the amount claimed against 
the land is wholly illegal. or that there 
are illegal items included in the 
amount of the judgment. In anv of these 
cases it has been repeatedly determmed thet 
the judgment and sale can be collaterally at- 
tacked. and that the decision that there are 
legal items contained in a judgment or sale 
lor taxes is tantamount to a decision that the 
judgment or sale is wholly void, conferring no 
right upon the claimant under it.’ 
GETTING THE PROPERTY BACK. 

‘‘Suppose the decision is reversed by the 
Supreme Court, how will the people go to 
work to get back their property! Do they have 
to pay the taxes and the penalty to ihe persons 
who bougnt the tax sale, or what?’ 

In case the decision is reversed by the Su- 
preme Court, a plaintiff in error should see to 
it that he gets the proper mandate from that 
Court and present it in the County Court, giv- 
ing notice to the parties interested in the re- 

versal, and that Court will euter the usual or- 
der. That judgment is vacated, and under its 
equitable jurisdiction in such cases the Court 
can, if the purchaser desires it, order the Treus- 
urer or city to pay back to the purchaser tue 
money that he has paid at the sale. 
The practice in such cases is not 
wholly settled, and must de settled 
by apalogy to the practice at common law. In 

case the plaintiff in the judgment, or the cor- 
poration for whose use the judgment is ob- 
tained, isthe purchaser at the sale, the Court 
has power to declare the sale annulled and ya- 
cated, the object in all cases of reversal being to 
place the parties in the same position, as nearly 
as possible, that they stood in before the jude- 
ment was entered, the Appelate Court in its 
order prescribing to the court below any peculiar 
course of action that may seem to be required 
by the facts. 

TAX-DEEDS. 

„ Suppose it takes over two vears before the 
Supreme Court decides the matter. By that 
time a person who bought a tax-sale will be en- 
titled to a tax-deed. How isa man. who has 
gone up on a writ of error to get behind a tax- 
deed and get his property back“ 

The practice in this State is not sufficiently 
settled to enable me to reply to that question 
with any precision.’ 

“IN REGARD TO APPEALS, 

of course a man has to deposit the amount of 
the judgment and enough to cover the costs of 
the court. How much will those costs be, and 
about what is the routine to be gone through 
with?” 

‘Under the practice agreed upon in the 
County Court, individuals who deposit the 
amount of their taxes may unite in an appeal. 
The bond to be given will be $500, and the ap- 

peal will be taken to the 4Appeliate Court. The 


next step is to order a transcript of the record. 


This transcript will cost from $10 to $100. de- 
pending upon the amount of property included, 
and also the amount of evidence which is in- 
cluded in the bills of exceptions. The ap- 
pellant will file his transcript, or if a num- 
per of persons have united in an ap- 
peal and bond, they will all file their 
transcript as one suit, and pay the 
Clerk of the Apvellate Court 810. In the 
course of the suit there will be taxed upagainst 
the losing party from $10 to $20 more for fees 
of court. The appellants will prepare and print 
an abstract of the record and their briefs, the 
expense of printing depending upon the length 
of the documents. If they are successful, the 
amount of 20 cents for 100 words of abstract 
will be taxed against the losing party. After 
the decision of the Appellate ‘Court, if the 
judgment below is affirmed, the losing party 
may take an appeal to the Supreme Court, and 
the routine and expenses will bes the same as 
above.”’ 

About how many are going to appeal,.—put 
up the money for amount of judgment and 
costs!“ 

I should sav that at least fifty have stated 
that they will put upthe money and go up by 
appeal. It is difficult to state the amount of 
their taxes.“ 

AMOUNT OF THE TAXES. 

Can you give the exact amount of the city 
tax assessed on the rea! estate and persona! 
property of 1873 and 1574 under the levy as ex- 
tendea on the town assessment: 

‘*Of the amount levied in 1873, the Comptrol- 
ler’s report of Jan. 1, 1878, shows that but $604,- 
857 remained uncollected at that time, and of 
the amount levied in 1874 the same report show 
that but $1,545,850 remained uncollected at the 
time of the passing of the ordinance of 1877 
for the reassesament of the taxes, the taxes of 
1S73 uncollected were $11,800 more than the 
above amount, and those of 1874 were $20,600 
more. The amounts extended upon the war- 
rants sought to be eollected, and for which judg 
ment has been rendered, foot up $1,580,459 
as the taxes of 1873, and $2,056,739 as the taxes 
of 1874, making a total ior the two vears of 


$3,657,148. So that if the city had received the 
whole sum, as the amount * ted of taxes 
levied in In and 1874 waa 851.000. it would 
have received $1.790,000 more than was actually 
appropriated or levied in those years.”’ 

‘Can vou specify seriatim the items which 
Judge Loomis struck out of tke city appropsia- 
tions for 18783 and 1574 because they were il- 
legal?“

$950,240, or 16 per ent of each man’s taxes.

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EXCESSES.ON REAL ESTATE. 

There was passed at the meeting of the 
Council Thursday nizht. an ordivance providing 
for the purchase by the city at the tax sale of 
property which was delmquent for Akcesses. 
There are a few cases, especially im Sec. 7 and 
18, and in Union Park Addition, where the town 
real estate assessment was so much higher taan 
the city assessment that it turned out that tne 
taxpayers had not paid quite.the amount now 
demanded of them. In some cases the excess 
is very slizbt—on!y a few cents; in others, it 
amounts to a hundred odd dollars. Where the 
excess is so slight it will be wiped out by this 


reduction of 14 or 10 percent, and the property- 


error the property will remain subject to the, 


owners concerned mat not give — 
care about the matter where the excess is s0 
large that the 14 per cent reduction does not 
wipe it out, the city will buy in the property, 
and hola it for the owner. It will charge him 
no penalty, but will probably hoid it until he 
comes forward and pays up the taxes on it. It 
is believed that the town assessment in the 
districts referred to was extravagantly high, 
and that the property-owners were not at all in 
fault. There is, therefore, a desire on the part 
of the city to do all it can for those persons Who 
paid their taxes in 1873 and 1874, and who now 
find new taxes sprung upon them. Where noth- 
ing at all was paid in 1873 or 1874, the city will 
not buy the property; it will either be sold to 
a private purchaser or forfeited to the State. 
PERSONALS. 

There is no necessity for applying for judg- 
men: for personal property taxes. The County 
Collector goes on aud distrains wherever be 
can find any property todoiton. The order 
of the Court, therefore, striking off 16 per ven“ 
in one year and 14 in another has no binding 
force upon the Collector, and, technically, the 
only way in which a person who is delinquent 
on his personal tax can avail himself of it, is by 
filing a bill. It is probable, however, that the 
city authorities will intimate to the County 
Collector thatthis reduction should be made, 
and that he will be only too willing to comply 
with this eminently just suggestion.
